The  members  elect  of  the  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
to  serve  as  such  until  the  first  day  of  January,  1892,  convened  in  the 
Council  Chamber,  Monday  evening,  January  6th,  A.  D.  1890,  at  7:30 
o'clock,  in  regular  session.

A  quorum  being  present,  the  Mayor  addressed  the  Common  Council 
as  follows : 


Journal  of  Common  Council,  [Regular  hmfa 

Gentlemen  of  the  Common  Council: 

For  the  next  two  years  we  will  be  associated  together  for  a  common  purpose. 
Representing  different  portions  of  the  city  we  will  meet  to  legislate  for  the  whole 
cky.  How  best  to  carry  out  the  purpose  tor  which  we  meet  must  be  our  first  care. 
Receiving  a  salary  only  nominal,  you  are  expected  to  devote  such  portion  of  your 
time  as  is  necessary  to  the  city's  interest,  and  with  industry,  fidelity,  and  your  best 
ability,  discharge  the  all  important  duties  your  position  brings  with  it.  With 
practically  no  incentive  to  labor,  save  the  desire  to  serve  acceptably  the  city  that 
has  trusted  you,  you  have  been  given  a  task  of  the  very  greatest  responsibility  and 
importance.  When  thus  viewed,  no  office  is  more  honorable  than  that  to  which  you 
have  been  chosen.  Upon  all  sides  can  be  observed  evidence  of  the  fact  that  our 
city  is  aroused  to  the  importance  and  advantage  of  her  position,  and  is  anxious  to 
enter  with  spirit  and  determination  on  her  progress  towards  what  we  all  hope  will 
prove  a  great  development.  With  this  spirit  prevalent  we  were  elected  to  fultiill 
and  justify  this  expectation,  as  far  as  possible,  is  the  task  that  is  set  before  us. 
Tnking  as  a  guide  the  last  Report  of  the  Finance  Committee,  made  December  16, 
1889,  it  appears  that  the  long  time  bonded  indebtedness  of  the  city  is  one  million 
nine  hundred  and  five  thousand  and  five  hundred  dollars.  The  law  prohibits  an 
increase  of  this  indebtedness,  and  there  has  been  no  reduction  of  it.  For  five 
hundred  thousand  dollars  of  this  amount  the  city  holds  bonds  of  the  Union  Rail- 
road and  Stock  Yard  Company,  and  they  will  no  doubt  pay  that  much  of  the  city's 
debt  with  interest  thereon.  None  of  this  bonded  indebtedness  will  mature  during 
the  life  of  this  Council,  and  it  is  not  probable  that  you  will  be  able  to  refund  any 
portion  of  it  before  maturity  for  the  reason  that  the  interest  on  all  but  a  hundred 
and  fifty- five  thousand  dollars  of  this  turn  is  between  6  and  8  per  cent.,  consequently 
your  chie:  duty  in  regard  to  the  bonded  indebtedness  of  the  city  will  be  to  provide 
for  the  payment  of  interest  thereon,  which  amounts  to  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
seven  thousand  five  hundred  and  sixty-eight  dollars  and  fifty  cents  ($127  568.50) 
per  annum.  In  December,  of  last  j'ear,  the  temporary  loan  of  the  city  amounted 
to  the  turn  of  $100,000.  During  the  year  1888,  this  loan  had  been  increased  by  the 
sum  of  $30,000,  and  during  the  year  1889,  it  would  have  been  still  further  in- 
creased by  at  least  $30,000  if  money  necessary  for  current  expenses  was  not  used 
in  its  reduction,  had  it  not  been  for  the  sum  of  $50,275.70  excels  in  saloon  tax  over 
old  tax  that  was  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  during  the  last  half  of  1889. 

On  the  last  day  of  December,  1889,  our  predecessor  saw  fit  10  pay  $75,000  of  this 
temporary  loan,  thereby  reducing  that  loan  to  $25,000,  but  to  do  so,  they  were 
compelled  to  use  the  money  necessary  to  pay  the  bills  incurred  by  them  for  the 
month  of  December,  1889,  and  not  only  that,  but  they  were  also  obliged  to  take 
from  the  treasury  the  money  necessary  to  pay  the  greater  part  of  the  expenses  of 
this  city  until  next  April,  and  not  only  that,  but  they  overdrew  the  amount  in  the 
treasury  in  the  sum  of  $16,174  85.  Last  year  it  took  more  than  $40,000  a  month 
to  pay  the  running  expenses  of  this  city.  You  will  receive  no  money  of  «ny 
amount  until  May,  1890,  at  which  time  the  taxes  for  the  first  half  of  1889  will  be 
available.  With  a  treasury  worse  than  empty;  with  about  $15,000  of  unpaid  bills 
for  last  months  running  expens-  s  which  are  now  due  and  pressing  for  payment, 
there  is  but  one  thing  you  can  do;  at  once  you  must  raise  money  to  pay  this  over- 
draft of  $16,174.85,  and  also  to  pay  the  bills  lett  us  for  expenditures  made  last 
month.  You  will  be  compelled  to  borrow  money  to  pay  the  necessary  running 
expenses  of  this  month,  and  for  February,  March,  and  April,  at  which  time, 
also,  the  loan  of  $25,000  comes  due,  and  when  you  have  reached  that  time  of 
year  when  revenue  in  any  considerable  amount  comes  into  the  treasury,  you  will 
find  that  you  have  been  obliged  to  renew  in  full  the  temporary  loan,  which  your 
predecessors  thought  it  expedient  to  temporarily  pay  by  overdrawing  the  treasury 
$16,174. 85,  and  by  borrowing  entirely  the  current  expense  fund  of  the  city.  In 
other  words,  you  take  charge  of  the  affairs  of  this  city  with  about  $15,000  of  the 
running  expenses  of  December  unpaid.  The  treasury  is  worse  than  empty,  being 
$16,174.85  overdrawn.  Practically  nothing  in  sight  but  debts  for  the  next  four 
months.  The  taxes  for  1888,  together  with  the  large  increase  in  the  saloon  tax,  is 
all  gone.  No  money  in  any  amount  will  come  into  the  treasury  until  the  latter 
part  of  next  April,  at  which  time  the  first  half  of  the  taxes  for  1889  will  be  paid. 
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Until  that  time  you  will  be  obliged  to  preserve  the  city's  credit,  and  pay  by  far  the 
greater  part  of  her  everyday  expenses  with  borrowed  money.  Last  year  it  cost 
more  than  $40,000  a  month  to  run  this  city,  not  including  the  interest  on  the  public 
debt.  Unless  you  are  able  to  reduce  this  expenditure  very  materially,  you  will  find 
next  May  that  the  temporary  loan  has  been  considerably  increased,  and  that  in- 
crease has  come  solely  because  of  the  impoverished  condition  in  which  the 
treasury  is  turned  over  to  you.  Let  it  be  your  task,  and  I  mean  the  Council  as  a 
whole,  each  member  of  it,  let  it  be  your  task  to  watch  each  item  of  expenditure, 
and  to  so  legislate  as  not  to  increase  the  temporary  loans  ;  decrease  them  if  possible, 
but  decrease  them  out  of  your  savings,  and  not  by  overdrawing  the  treasury,  and 
by  putting  a  mortgage  on  future  incomes.  The  law  does  not  permit  the  issuance 
of  warrants  unless  there  is  money  in  the  treasury  to  pay  them.  Neither  does  it 
permit  you,  gentlemen,  to  appropriate  money  unless  you  have  the  money  actually 
in  the  treasury  to  appropriate,  consequently  you  can  not  lawfully  pass  an  appro- 
priation ordinance  until  your  Finance  Committee  shall  have  actually  borrowed  the 
money  with  which  to  replenish  the  treasury.  This  will,  no  doubt,  cause  incon- 
venience, and  perhaps,  temporary  embarrassment,  but  it  is  not  an  embarrassment 
of  your  making,  it  was  made  for  you,  and  you  have  only  inherited  it.  The  City 
Record,  from  which  much  of  the  data  above  set  out  is  taken,  states  that  it  was 
made  in  response  to  a  certain  resolution  of  the  Council.  This  resolution  required 
in  addition  to  what  was  given,  a  report  "  As  to  the  amount  of  the  contracts  awarded 
and  not  yet  paid  for."  The  Report,  as  made,  does  not  furnish  any  information 
Upon  this  subject.  Of  course,  without  this  information  it  is  impossible  for  us  to 
know  the  true  condition  of  the  city's  finances  or  to  fully  appreciate  the  amount  of 
economy  necessary  to  so  administer  the  city  s  affairs,  as  not  to  be  obliged  to  in- 
crease the  temporary  loan  beyond  what  it  was  in  1889.  As  soon  as  possible  you 
should  inform  yourselves  as  to  the  exact  financial  condition  of  the  city,  and  keep- 
ing this  financial  condition  steadily  in  mind,  you  should  legislate  with  reference 
to  it. 

It  is  true  the  revenue  of  the  city  has  been  increased  by  reason  of  the  increase  in 
the  saloon  tax.  Just  what  the  income  from  this  source  will  be  during  the  present 
year  it  is  not  possible  to  tell.  It  will  depend  upon  the  number  of  saloons,  and, 
under  the  law  as  it  now  is,  we  have  not  sufficient  data  to  estimate  with  any  accu- 
racy, what  that  number  will  be. 

It  is  true  that  each  year  the  revenue  of  the  city  increases  as  the  city  grows  in 
wealth,  but  it  is  also  true  that  as  the  city  adds  new  territory  and  increases  in  size, 
her  expenses,  to  say  the  least,  correspondingly  increase. 

The  streets  of  our  city  are  in  a  very  terrible  condition,  but  with  our  treasury  as 
it  is,  the  improvement  of  our  streets  is  a  matter  of  not  only  the  highest  necessity, 
but  one  requiring  the  most  thoughtful  consideration. 

Vast  sums  of  money  have  been  expended  by  the  city  each  year  in  patching  the 
the  streets.  Last  year  the  amount  appropriated  for  such  repairs  was  $66  000,  and 
this  expenditure  has  resulted  in  an  improvement  very  temporary  in  its  character. 
I  believe  money  so  expended  is  largely  wasted,  and  that  the  true  way  is  to  adopt  a 
systematic  plan  of  street  improvement,  by  making  substantially  new  streets,  and 
gradually  work  out  this  plan  until  the  desired  result  is  obtained. 

The  wide  streets  of  our  city,  bordered  by  innumerable  shade  trees,  make  Ind'an- 
apolis  a  vast  park,  and  afford  abundance  of  pure  air  to  our  citizens,  consequei.tly 
Indianapolis  is  not  only  one  of  the  most  beautiful,  but  is  also  one  of  the  healthiest 
cities  on  earth.  Our  wide  streets  are  in  every  way  a  blessing,  but  not  so  the  wide 
roadway.  Detracting  nothing  from  the  convenience  of  travel,  the  beauty  ot  our 
streets,  or  the  health  of  our  city,  we  can  save  a  large  part  of  the  expense  of  street 
improvements  by  reducing  the  width  of  the  roadway  by  at  least  one-third  in  most 
cases.  The  cost  can  also  be  materially  reduced,  I  have  no  doubt,  by  competition, 
and  I  recommend  that  the  kind  of  roadway  you  select  in  future,  be  influenced  to 
a  considerable  extent,  by  the  presence  or  absence  of  competion  for  the  proposed 
improvement. 

The  last  legislature,  appreciating  the  enormous  outlay  of  money  necessary  to 
put  in  condition  the  streets  of  our  cities,  passed  what  is  known  as  the  Barrett  Law 
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by  the  terms  of  which  our  streets  may  be  improved  and  paid  for,  so  far  as  the  lot 
owner  is  concerned,  in  ten  annual  payments,  the  deferred  payments  to  b°ar  interest 
at  the  rate  of  ti  per  cent,  per  annum,  thereby  enabling  the  lot  owner  to  pay  for  his 
proportion  of  such  streets  as  require  permanent  improvement,  in  a  way  least  lik*  ly 
to  cause  embarrassment.  The  practical  working  of  this  law  no  doubt,  would  be 
that  the  property-holder,  who  does  not  need  the  indulgence  afforded  by  the  law, 
pays  for  his  improvement  at  once,  and  thereby  saves  the  interest,  while  the  poorer 
man  is  enabled  with  less  embarrassment,  to  improve  his  street  because  of  the 
privilege  of  paying  for  it  in  ten  annual  payments.  There  is  one  provision  of  the 
Barrett  Law  I  can  not  approve,  and  of  which  1  think  it  my  duty  to  speak  to  you. 
That  law  provides  that  you,  the  Council,  may  improve  a  street  although  the 
majority  of  the  property-owners  along  the  line  of  the  proposed  improvement 
object  to  the  improvement.  It  is  possible  to  imagine  circumstances  under  which 
it  would  be  advisable  to  enforce  such  a  provision  as  that,  but  such  circumstances 
must  be  very  rare  indeed.  It  is  much  safer  to  say  that  when  a  majority  of  the 
resident  property- holders  remonstrate  against  the  improvement  of  the  street,  that 
it  ought  not  to  be  improved.  With  a  law  providing  for  payment  on  the  install- 
ment plan,  I  apprehend  resident  owners  will  not  unduly  remonstrate  against  im- 
provements that  are  really  needed.  In  as  much  as  the  city  pays  about  one-fifth  of 
the  costs  of  new  streets,  and  this  must  be  paid  in  cash,  the  amount  of  street  im- 
provement that  can  be  made  must,  of  necessity,  be  limited  to  the  city's  ability  to 
pay  this  one-fifth. 

To  keep  in  repair  such  streets  as  are  now,  or  may  be  hereafter  put  into  condition, 
and  not  expend  in  so  doing,  more  of  our  present  income  that  can  be  reasonably 
spared  for  that  purpose,  is  a  problem  extremely  difficult  of  solution.  I  do  not 
believe  our  present  charter  and  plan  upon  which  our  city  government  is  conducted 
is  by  any  means  the  best  for  a  large  and  growing  city  such  as  Indianapolis,  and 
upon  this  subject  I  expect  to  speak  to  you  more  fully  at  some  future  time.  It  seems 
to  me  that  instead  of  the  city  attempting  to  do  this  work  of  street  repairing  herself, 
the  city  should  be  divided  into  districts,  and  under  the  supervision  of  the  Board  of 
Control  of  Public  Improvements  and  Street  Commissioner,  the  contract  for  keep- 
ing in  repair  each  district  should  be  let  to  the  lowest  bidder,  and  thus  in  a  business- 
like and  systematic  way,  repair  the  streets.  I  believe  such  a  plan  would  result  in 
better  work  at  less  cost,  and  would  also  enable  us  to  keep  in  hand  the  expenses  of 
this  department. 

The  revenue  of  our  city  may  be  largely  increased  by  remembering  the  fran- 
chises of  this  city  are  of  very  great  value,  and  whenever  or  wherever,  without 
impairing  or  violating  vested  rights,  these  franchises  can  be  made  to  pay  an 
adequate  return  to  the  city  for  their  enjoyment,  it  is  your  bounden  duty  to  see  that 
such  return  is  made.  You  may  be  very  certain  that  the  corporations  or  individuals 
dealing  with  the  city  will  be  able  to  take  care  of  themselves,  and  remember  always 
that  the  city  has  no  one  authorized  to  guard  her  interest  except  you. 

Let  every  proposition  that  comes  before  you  be  considered  fully  and  impartially 
upon  its  merits.  Nothing  can  be  more  p  rnicious  than  a  vote  lor  some  measure 
you  may  think  of  doubtlul  propriety,  in  order  that  you  may  secure  a  vote  for  that 
which  you  believe  meritorious.  Keep  constantly  in  view  the  fact  that  the  financial 
condition  of  our  city  must  in  most  cases  be  the  controlling  factor  in  determining 
the  advisability  of  an  improvement.  But  also  do  not  forget  that  Indianapolis  is  a 
great  and  growing  city;  that  permanent  improvements,  judiciously  made,  will 
return  to  the  city  many  times  their  cost  in  an  increase  of  taxable  vulues.  The 
citizens  of  Indianapolis  have  for  years  been  justly  proud  of  their  fire  department, 
and  without  regard  to  party  they  deprecate  any  effort  to  introduce  or  perpetuate 
politics  in  that  department.  At  the  election  which  resulted  in  your  choice,  the 
voters  of  Indianapolis  indicated  a  gentleman  whom  they  desired  to  be  placed  at 
the  head  of  that  department.  Although  his  politics  is  not  in  accordance  with  that 
of  the  majority  of  this  Council,  yet  it  is  your  bounden  duty,  and  no  doubt  will  be 
your  pleasure,  to  reinstate  Air.  Webster  as  Chief  of  the  Fire  Department  as  soon 
as  the  law  permits  you  to  do  so.  And  not  only  that,  but  also  to  reinvest  yourselves, 
and  him,  with  the  same  power  over  that  department  a6  enabled  him  to  so  success- 
fully administer  its  affairs. 
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His  Honor,  Mayor  Denny,  upon  several  occasions  called  the  attention  of  the 
Councils  over  which  he  presided,  to  the  fact  that  the  basement  of  the  Court  House 
was  not  a  fit  place  in  which  to  locate  the  city  offices.  The  City  Clerk's  office,  the 
room  in  which  we  are  now  assembled,  and  all  offices  in  this  basement  are  by  no 
means  suitable  for  the  purposes  to  which  they  are  put.  A  visit  to  the  Mayor's 
Court  will  most  forcibly  illustrate  what  1  say.  Impossible  of  proper  ventilation, 
pregnant  with  disease,  its  utter  unfitness  for  the  use  to  which  it  is  put,  is  manifest 
to  any  one  who  has  been  in  it.  Bv  purchasing  a  small  amount  of  *dditional  ground 
adjoining  the  Station  House,  a  building  could  be  erected  which  would  answer  the 
purpose  until  such  time  as  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  or  the  liberality  of  some 
citizen,  would  justify  the  erection  of  a  City  Hall  worthy  of  the  chief  city  of  Indiana, 
for  inasmuch  as  Marion  county  can  not  much  longer  delay  the  building  of  a  jail, 
it  may  be  feasible  to  join  with  Marion  county,  and  by  the  s«le  of  the  Station 
House  property,  pay  for  the  city's  portion  of  a  building  erected  by  the  county  and 
city  that  will  supply  the  needs  of  each.  I  most  earnestly  recommend  this  matter 
to  your  consideration,  and  hope  that  the  proper  committee  will  see  to  it  that  steps 
are  taken  to  bring  about  this  much  desired  change. 

1  trust  I  may  be  pardoned,  gentlemen,  if  I  speak  of  myself  and  of  our  personal 
conduct  towards  each  other.  We  come  here  for  purely  business  purposes.  Vast 
sums  of  money  are  controlled  by  us,  and  great  interests  are  intrusted  to  our  care. 
It  is  not  possible  to  successfully  manage  affairs  of  such  magnitude  except  upon 
purely  business  principles,  and  politics  is  not  business.  Manuvering  for  party  ad- 
vantage should  have  no  place  here,  manuvering  for  our  city's  advantage  should  be 
our  constant  care.  We  meet  here  as  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  represent- 
ing the  corporation,  the  city,  and  what  our  individual  opinion  may  be  upon  matters 
not  connected  with  our  trust  are  out  of  place  here.  The  business  transacted  by 
this  Council  is  enormous.  Its  sessions  extend  far  into  the  night.  We  have  no  time 
for  any  matter  except  for  such  as  pertains  to  the  business  of  the  city.  You  have  a 
rule  limiting  speeches  and  I  promise  you  to  enforce  that  ru!e  whenever  my  atten- 
tion is  called  to  its  breach.  For  my  part  I  ask  the  help  of  each  one  of  you,  gentle- 
men, to  enable  me  to  discharge  the  duties  as  your  presiding  officer  These  duties 
are  new  to  me,  and  no  doubt  I  will  commit  errors,  but  with  your  help  I  trust  the 
errors  may  not  be  frequent,  and  when  discovered  no  one  will  more  readily  acknowl- 
edge and  correct  them  than  myself. 

Before  closing,  I  desire  to  publicly  express  my  thanks  to  Mayor  Denny,  for  his 
kindness  and  courtsey  in  explaining  to  me  many  matters  of  detailed  work  that 
would  have  been  very  difficult  for  me  to  have  learned  without  his  help,  and  in 
affording  me  every  facility  for  becoming  acquainted  with  many  of  the  manifold 
duties  that  belong  to  the  office  of  Mayor  of  this  city.

The  following  communication  from  ex  Mayor  Denny  was  read,  and  re- 
ferred to  the  Judiciary  Committee  and  City  Attorney: 
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To  the  incoming  Mayor,  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen: 

Gentlemen: — Sometime  ago  I  requested  the  President  of  the  Consumers'  Gas  Trust 
Company  to  file  a  new  bond,  or  a  separate  one  covering  the  lines  of  the  old  Broad 
Ripple  Company,  said  first  named  company  having  become  the  owner  of  the  for- 
mer's plant.  He  declined  to  do  so,  on  the  declared  giound  that  the  original  bond 
of  the  Consumers'  Company  is  sufficient  to  cover  all  liabilities  arising  on  account 
of  the  lines  of  both  companies,  and  proposed  to  refer  the  question  to  the  City  At- 
torney. I  did  so  in  a  communication  addressed  to  that  official  on  the  20th  inst.  He 
subsequently  gave  me  his  opinion,  deciding  that  the  existing  bond  of  the  Consum- 
er's Company  is  not  sufficient  to  protect  the  ci' y  and  its  citizens  on  account  of 
damages  occurring  on  the  lines  of  the  old  Broad  Ripple  Company.  I  communica- 
ted this  opinion  to  the  President  of  the  Consumers'  Company  on  the  25th  inst.,  re- 
questing him  to  let  me  know  when  he  would  file  the  bond.  I  afterwards  saw  him 
on  the  street,  and  he  there  intimated  that  the  company  would  not  file  another  bond, 
but  promised  to  write  me  about  the  matter.  I  have  waited  for  the  promised  let- 
ter till  the  afternoon  of  the  above  date,  and  failing  to  hear  from  the  company,  1 
have  deemed  it  to  be  my  duty  to  communicate  the  foregoing  facts  to  you,  lor  your 
consideration.

Indianapolis,  Dec.  31,  1889. 
To  the  incoming  Mayor,  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen: — Having  waited  till  the  very  end  of  my  term  for  the  Union. Railway 
Company  to  comply  with  its  promises  to  advertise  for  bids  to  construct  the  viaduct 
over  its  tracks  between  Meridian  and  Pennsylvania  streets,  and  it  having  failed  to 
take  any  st^-ps  in  that  direction,  I  yesterday  addressed  a  letter  to  the  City  Attorney, 
directing  him  to  at  once  comply  with  the  order  of  the  Common  Council  and  Board 
of  Alderman  given  some  three  months  ago,  in  reference  to  compelling  the  company 
to  build  said  viaduct.     I  herewith  submit  a  copy  of  the  letter  referred  to.

Hon.  W.  L.  Taylok,  City  Attorney : 

Dkar  Sir: — On  the  16th  day  of  September,  1889,  the  Common  Council  adopted  a 
resolution,  which  was  concurred  in  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  on  the  23d  day  of 
said  month,  ordering  you  10  take  such  legal  steps  as  may  be  necessary  to  compel 
the  Indianapolis  Union  Railway  Company  to  comply  with  its  contract  with  the  city 
in  reference  to  the  viaduct,  the  construction  of  which  is  provided  for  in  G  O.  No. 
36,  of  1886.  Promises  were  afterwards  made  by  the  officials  of  the  company  in  ref- 
erence to  said  matter,  that  made  it  appear  reasonable  to  delay  taking  decided  steps 
in  that  dhection  for  a  short  time.  And  finally,  as  you  will  remember,  the  Attor- 
neys of  the  company  told  us  that  they  were  ready  to  advise  the  company  to  begin 
the  work  of  constructing  the  viaduct,  and  promised  to  instruct  the  President  of  the 
company  to  immediately  advertise  for  bids,  which  caused  you  to  further  postpone 
action.  This  was  some  six  weeks  a^o.  I  have  no  doubt  the  Attorneys  complied 
with  their  promise  to  us;  but  I  have  heard  of  nothing  that  the  officials  have  done  to 
comply  with  the  advice  given.  Indeed,  I  must  conclude  that  they  are  now  trifling 
with  and  disregarding  the  opinion  of  their  Attorneys,  as  they  have  done  for  many 
months  p-st  with  the" requests  of  the  city  officials.  It  is  plainly  apparent  now  that 
tbe  company  does  not  intend  to  pay  any  attention  to  the  requests  of  the  city  or  the 
interests  of  the  citizens,  without  compulsion. 

I  therefore  deem  it  my  duty  to  direct  you  to  begin  the  necessary  proceedings 
under  the  resolution  referred  to,  without  longer  delay,  and  to  request  that  they  be 
pushed  to  a  final  determination.  In  this  matter,  the  rights  of  the  citizens  whose 
property  has  been  condemned  to  make  room  for  the  viaduct,  should  not  be  over- 
looked.    They  have  waited  long  and  patiently  for  their  money,  which  is  justly  due 
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them;    and  in  order  that  the  city  may  be  saved  from  liability  on  this  account,  the 
railway  company  should  be  compelled  to  pay  these  damages  at  once.

REPORTS,     ETC.,     FROM    CITY    OFFICERS. 

The  City  Attorney  submitted  the  following  report ;  which  was  read  and 
received : 

To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen: 

Gentlemen: — I  herewith  submit  a  report  of  the  transactions  in  the  legal  depart- 
ment of  this  city  for  the  year  1889: 

Within  that  time  forty-one  cas^s  against  the  city  have  been  tried  and  disposed  of. 
The  aggregate  damages  claimed  therein  amount  to  $96,100.00.  In  but  one  of  the 
cases  has  there  been  a  judgment  rendered  against  the  city;  that  ts  in  the  sum  of 
$1,250,  and  from  this  judgment  an  appeal  is  now  pending.  No  judgment  against 
the  city,  during  that  period,  has  been  affirmed  by  any  court  of  final  jurisdiction; 
nor  has  any  money  been  paid  by  the  city  on  account  of  any  judgment  against  said 
city  during  the  last  year. 

There  are  now  pending  against  the  city  twenty-four  cases  of  various  kinds,  the 
larger  number  being  damage  suits.  The  aggregate  damages  claimed  therein 
amount  to  $213,000;  of  this  large  sum  $178,000  damages  are  claimed  on  account  of 
the  overflow  of  Pogue's  Run  in  1882-3,  and  of  damages  resulting  to  property  south 
of  the  Union  Depot  on  account  of  the  c'osing  of  Illinois  street  and  the  vacating  of 
a  part  of  McNabb  street.  The  aggregate  damages  now  claimed  in  all  suits  pending 
against  the  city,  except  the  Pogue's  Run  and  Union  Depot  cases,  amount  to  but 
$25,000,  the  smallest  amount  in  many  years. 

Several  cases  of  general  interest  to  the  city  have  been  disposed  of  within  the  last 
year.     I  will  mention  a  few: 

The  Murdock  case  settled  the  right  of  the  health  officers  of  the  city,  in  proper 
cases,  to  shoot  down  diseased  cattle  at  the  Stock  Yards,  when  such  stock  was  to  be 
sold  for  food  to  the  people  of  this  city. 

The  case  of  Catharine  Miller  against  the  city,  taken  on  a  change  of  venue  to  Hen- 
dricks county,  involved  the  title  of  the  ciiy  to  Miami  street,  which  of  itself  was  an 
opening  to  a  large  territory  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  city,  between  Ohio  and 
Michigan  streets. 

The  case  brought  by  the  Bruce  Brothers  against  the  city  and  many  property 
holders,  involved  the  city's  title  to  all  the  streets  and  alleys  in  "  Bruce  Place." 
The  case  was  finally  decided  by  the  Supreme  Court  in  favor  of  the  city  a'  d  the 
property  holders,  and  I  think  vill  settle  Jorever  the  rights,  both  of  the  ciiy  and  the 
properly  holders,  in  all  that  large  territory,  formerly  a  part  of  the  "Bruce  Farm.1' 

Perhaps  the  most  important  matter  disposed  of  during  the  year,  was  the  Bush 
and  Moore  cases,  which  tested  the  constitutionality  of  the  liquor  license  act  of  1889. 
The  result  of  the  decision  in  these  two  cases  alone,  has  already  been  a  net  increase 
from  liquor  licenses  to  the  city's  revenms  over  1888,  of  $50,000. 

In  addition  to  the  duties  attendant  upon  the  trial  of  cases  against  the  city  and  for 
the  city,  which  are  enough  to  consume  all  the  time  of  one  man,  1  have  done  a  large 
amount  of  other  work  for  the  city,  such  as  preparing  ordinances,  reports,  meeting 
with  committees,  etc. 

Thf  re  have  been  tried  and  disposed  of  in  the  Mayor's  Court,  under  the  charge 
of  my  deputy,  Horace  E.  Smith,  411  cases.

The  Board  of  Health  submitted  their  annual  report;  which  was  refer- 
red to  the  Committee  on  Public  Health. 

•  The  Board  of  Health  submitted  the  following  report ;    which  was  re- 
ceived : 

Indianapolis,  Jan.  20,  1890. 
Report  on  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  lower  floor  of  the  Marion  County  Court  House, 

by  the  Board  of  Health,  in  obedience  to  a  resolution  of  the  Common  Council: 

"We  find  that  the  tile  and  stone  floors  throughout  the  entire  basement,  are  laid 
upon  the  solid  ground.  .  There  are,  however,  many  cavities  and  channels  beneath 
for  the  network  of  steam,  water  and  sewer  pipes.  The  very  thick  foundation  walls 
of  the  building,  which  are  laid  in  full  cement,  prevent  absolutely  all  dampness 
which  ordinarily  would  find  entrance  into  such  a  basement  as  this.  We  however 
believe  that,  were  the  yard  graded  to  the  level  of  the  street,  a  better  sanitary  con- 
dition would  prevail,  because  of  the  increased  light  and  air. 

We  find  the  plumbing  and  steam  fittings  in  very  bad  shape.  The  water  pipes 
leak  in  one  place  beneath  the  floor,  causing  continued  dampness;  and  the  steam 
heaters,  which  are  all  in  closets  in  this  basement,  are  in  the  worst  repair  possible. 
These  defects  should  be  looked  after  right  away. 

We  find  the  ventilators  in  prime  working  order,  and  consider  them  sufficient  for 
all  the  room?  except  the  Council  Chamber  and  the  Mayor's  court  room.  Ordinarily 
they  would  be  equal  to  the  task  of  keeping  the  air  pure  in  these  apartments,  but  can 
not  do  so  when  crowded,  and  hence  window  ventilation  is  required.  Window 
ventillation  is  objectionable  only  on  account  of  draughts. 

The  south  side  rooms  are  the  best  in  the  basement,  but  sadly  need  cleaning  and 
painting,  which  should  be  done  immediately.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — The  Finance  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of  John 
W.  Bowlus,  late  City  Clerk,  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  examined  said  re- 
port, and  have  compared  it  with  the  books  of  the  City  Clerk,  and  find  that  city 
warrants  to  the  amount  of  $15,101.27  cents  were  issued  December  31st,  1889,  and 
are  not  included  in  said  report.  Of  these  warrants,  $6,454.50  were  drawn  on  ac- 
count of  salary;  $2,869.50  on  account  of  Fiie  Department  pay-roll,  and  $5,777.2/ 
on  account  of  .Police.  Said  warrants  were  signed  by  ex-Mayor  Denny  and  ex-Clerk 
Bowlus,  and  were  paid  by  the  City  Treasurer,  December  3 1st,  1889,  and  should, 
therefore,  have  been  included  in  the  report  of  the  ex-City  Clerk  a3  expenditures  for 
the  vear  1889.  Said  report  shows  the  amount  of  warrants  drawn  on  the  City 
Treasurer  for  1889,  to  have  been  $793,872.84  Add  to  this  amount  the  sum  of  $15,- 
101.27  omitted  as  aforesaid,  and  the  amount  of  expenditures  tor  1889  would  be 
$808,974.11.  Said  report  states  that  the  total  amount,  of  money  received  in  the  city 
treasury  for  1889,  was  $737,507.89,  or  $71,466  22  less  than  was  paid  out  It  give's 
no  explanation  of  this  fact,  and  your  Co  nmittee  did  not  deem  it  necessary  to  go 
into  an  examination  of  the  discrepancy,  for  the  reason  that  a  committee  of  experts 
will  examine  the  books  of  the  City  Clerk  and  City  Treasurer,  and  will,  no  doubt, 
cover  this  matter  in  their  report  to  the  Council.

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,  your  Committee  on  Finance,  beg  leave  to  report 
that  by  virtue  of  the  authority  given  them  by  a  resolution  which  passed  tbe  Com- 
mon Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  said  city  on  Monday  evening  the  Oth  inst., 
authorizing  a  loan  for  $75,000,  they  asked  the  several  banks  of  the  city  to  bid  for  a 
loan  of  $35,000  for  ninety  days  (your  Committee  deeming  that  amount  sufficient  to 
run  the  city  government  until  the  1st  proximo.)  Three  banks  bid  for  said  loan, 
their  bids  being  in  sealed  envelops.  The  Merchants'  National  Bank  bid  for  said 
loan  at  the  rate  of  b\  per  cent  interest;  the  Meridian  National  Bank  at  the  rate  of 
4  9-10  per  cent,  imerest,  and  the  Capital  City  National  Bank  at  the  rate  of  4|  per 
cent  interest.  The  latter  named  bank  being  the  lowest  bidder,  the  loan  was  award- 
ed to  her,  and  two  bonds — one  for  $20,000,  and  the  other  for  $15,000 — were  issued 
to  said  bank,  properly  signed  by  the  Mayor  and  attested  by  the  City  Clerk,  and 
dated  January  7,  1890,  and  payable  90  days  from  date,  drawing  4|  per  cent.  interest, 
and  the  sum  of  $35,000  received  therefor,  which  amount  was  paid  to  John  Oster- 
man,  City  Treasurer,  and  his  receipt  for  the  same  was  filed  with  the  City  Clerk.

Councilman  Rassman  presented  the  following  communication  ;  which 
was  read  and  received  : 

Indianapolis,  Jan.  20,  1890. 
To  the  City  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  City  of  Indianapolis : 

Gentlemen: — At  a  meeting  of  property  holders  of  north  Pine  street  and  their 
representatives,  held  at  the  Cabinet  Makers'  Union  Friday  evening,  January  17th, 
Mr.  Henry  Bauer  was  called  to  the  Chair,  and  I.  N.  Heims  appointed  Secretary. 
It  was  unanimously  adopted  as  the  sense  of  the  meeting,  and  accepted  as  satisfac- 
tory by  Messrs.  Cooper  &  Fulmer,  the  contractors,  who  were  present,  that  the  con- 
tractors furnish  a  bond  in  sufficient  amount  and  of  good  quality,  to  be  approved  by 
the  City  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  that  the  contractors  will,  not  later  than 
April  15th,  1890,  place  north  Pine  street,  from  Market  street  to  North  street,  in  good 
condition ;  and  by  said  bond  also  agree  to  keep  said  street  in  good  condition  for 
three  years  after  the  acceptance  of  said  street  by  the  City  Council  and  Aide-men. 

By  the  adoption  of  these  resolutions,  the  contractors  agree  not  to  claim  payment 
for  the  aforesaid  street  improvement  until  such  bond  is  approved.  It  was  also 
unanimously  adopted  that  the  Secretary  of  this  meeting  place  before  the  City  Coun- 
cil, at  its  next  meeting,  the  action  held  this  evening.

The  Committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys,  through  Councilman  Rassman, 
submitted  the  following  majority  report,  accompanied  with  bond : 

Indianapolis,  Jan.  20,  1890. 
To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council: 

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys,  to  whom  was  referred  the 
petition  of  the  property  holders  along  north  Pine  street,  beg  leave  to  report  as  fol- 
lows: Upon  investigation,  we  find  that  the  work  of  macadamizing  north  Pine 
street,  from  Market  to  Ohio  streets,  is  apparently  done  satisfactory,  but  from  Ohio 
to  North  street,  it  is  a  very  poor  piece  of  work.  This  difference  is  caused  princi- 
pally by  the  fact  that  from  Market  to  Ohio  streets  there  is  a  good  solid  foundation 
of  gravel,  while  from  Ohio  street  to  North,  it  consists  of  black  loamy  soil,  which,  in 
our  opinion,  is  no  foundation  for  such  an  improvement.  This  is  admitted  by  the 
contractors;  and  the  City  Civil  Engineer  should  never  have  allowed  the  work  to 
go  on  until  a  suitable  foundation  was  made.  The  Engineer's  attention  was  called 
to  this  fact  by  the  property  holders  by  written  protest  filed  in  his  office ;  but  he  paid 
no  attention  to  them.  We  would  recommend  that  in  future,  provision  be  made  in 
similar  contracts  for  a  more  substantial  foundation. 

We  also  believe  that  this  improvement  was  begun  too  late  in  the  season,  which 
fact  is  shown  by  the  difference  between  the  first  two  squares  made  early,  and  in 
good  weather,  and  the  last  part  of  it,  made  later,  in  bad  weather.  Then,  also,  the 
unusual  heavy  rains  since,  have  kept  the  street  soft,  and  with  no  foundation,  it  has 
settled  verv  much  in  places.  The  street  seems  to  be  entirely  too  flat;  in  some  places 
the  center  is  lower  than  the  gutter.  This,  no  doubt,  is  the  fault  of  the  Engineer, 
and  not  the  contractors. 

The  fewer  pipe  laid  to  carry  the  water  under  the  railroad  tracks  into  Pogue's 
Kun,  is  too  small.  This  pipe  is  stopped  up  now,  and  causes  the  water  to  stand  in 
the  street. 

The  property  holders  interested  in  this  matter,  realizing  the  uncertainties  and 
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expenses  of  litigation,  concluded  to  call  a  meeting,  together  with  the  contractors, 
and  your  Committee,  in  order  to  come  to  some  definite  understanding,  and  effect  a 
compromise,  if  possible.  This  meeting  was  held  on  last  Friday  evening,  at  the 
office  of  the  Cabinet  Maters'  Union,  and  was  very  largely  attended.  The  contrac- 
tors, Messrs.  Fulmer,  Cooper  &  Co.,  made  the  proposition  that  they  would  place 
the  street  in  good  condition  by  April  15,  1890,  and  furnish  to  the  city  a  good  bond 
in  the  sum  of  $5,000,  to  keep  the  street  in  good  repair  for  three  years.from  Decem- 
ber 16,  1889  (that  being  the  date  of  the  acceptance  of  the  work  by  the  Engineer  and 
the  former  Council.)  This  proposition  was  accepted  by  all  the  parties  present  and 
interested. 

In  view  of  the  ordinance  specifiying  that  the  work  was  to  be  done  to  the  entire 
satisfaction  of  the  City  Civil  Engineer,  and  whereas  the  said  Engineer  seems  to  be 
satisfied  with  the  work,  as  shown  by  his  report  to  the  Common  Council  December 
16,  1889,  we  can  see  no  good  way  for  this  body  to  do  otherwise  than  to  concur  in 
the  action  taken  by  the  property  holders  themselves,  and  would  therefore  recom- 
mend that  the  bond  be  approved,  with  the  understanding  that  its  provisions  be  en- 
forced to  the  letter.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council : 

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition  of  the  north 
Pine  street  property  holders,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows : 

Upon  investigation,  we  find  that  Pine  street  has  been  made  according  to  the 
specifications,  and  that  where  the  street  has  had  a  solid  foundation,  viz,  from  Mar- 
ket street  to  Ohio  street,  the  same  is  a  good  street.  From  Ohio  street  north  to  North 
street,  the  fault  lies  in  the  foundation  being  a  black  loamy  soil,  which  is  no  founda- 
tion to  build  such  a  street  upon.  In  all  localities  where  you  find  such  conditions, 
we  would  recommend  that  in  future  you  provide  the  street  with  a  substantial  foun- 
dation. We  believe  the  improvement  was  made  too  late  in  the  season  ;  and  owing^ 
to  the  unusual  heavy  rains,  it  has  caused  the  street  to  remain  soft,  and  with  no 
foundation,  it  has  caused  it  to  settle  in  places.  We  believe  that  the  sewer  pipe 
carrying  the  water  under  the  railroad  tracks  to  Pogue's  Run,  is  too  small. 

Your  Committee  attended  a  meeiing  of  the  north  Pine  street  property  holders, 
held  Friday  evening,  January  17  The  property  holders  at  this  meeting  agreed 
that  if  Fulmer,  Cooper  &  Co.  would  place  the  street  in  good  condition  by  April  15, 
next,  and  give  a  bond  to  the  city,  to  repair  and  maintain  the  street  for  three  years, 
from  December  16,  1889,  the  same  would  be  satisfactory  to  them.  We  herewith 
submit  the  bond,  and  recommend  that  the  same  be  approved.

REPORTS,     ETC.,     FROM    CITY    OFFICERS. 

The  City  Attorney  submitted  the  following  report;  which  was  read  and 
received  : 
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To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen: 

Gentlemen: — I  submit  the  following  report  of  matters  occurring  in  the  law  de- 
partment of  the  city  since  your  last  regular  meeting; 

1st.  The  suit  of  Thomas  F.  Quill  vs.  The  City  of  Indianapolis  and  Robert  Ken- 
nicgton.  praying  for  an  injunction  against  the  ciiy  from  issuing  bonds  or  certificates 
provided  for  in  the  street  improvement  act  of  1889,  commonly  known  as  the  Bar- 
rett Law,  and  further  asked  that  the  defendants  be  restrained  from  collecting  the 
COSta  of  the  improvement  of  Morton  street,  from  East  street  to  Gray  street,  has 
been  tried  in  the  Circuit  Court,  and  judgment  has  been  rendered  in  favor  of  the 
city  and  its  co-defendant,  Kennington.  The  injunction  was  refused,  and  the  case 
has  been  appealed  to  the  [Supreme  Court;  the  record  has  been  filed  therein  and 
briefs  of  both  parties  have  b^en  submitted;  the  case  has  been  advanced  upon  the 
docket  upon  joint  petition  of  both  parties,  and  I  anticipate  an  early  decision  from 
the  Supreme  Court.  The  Circuit  Cou't  held  the  law  constitutional  and  the  bonds 
issued  thereunder  valid ;  and  it  is  my  judgment  that  the  Supreme  Court  will  affirm 
this  decision.  We  have  raised,  and  shall  try  to  get  a  decision  upon  all  the  points 
in  dispute  in  this  law. 

2d.  Six  different  appeals  have  been  taken  from  the  estimate  approved  by  the 
Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  on  account  of  the  improvement  of  Hen- 
dricks street.  The  city  was  made  a  nominal  appellant  in  all  of  these  cases.  I  tiled 
a  motion  to  dismiss  all  six  of  the  cases,  so  far  as  the  city  was  concerr  ed,  and  that 
the  city  be  stricken  out  as  a  nominal  appellant.  These  six  separate  motions  were 
all  sus  ained.  and  the  city  was  dropped  trom  the  said  cases  These  cases  all  origi- 
nated from  the  wording  of  the  ordinance  respecting  the  improving  of  Hendricks 
street,  in  which  ordinance  the  parties  drawing  it  attempted  to  fasten  upon  the  city 
the  cost  of  improvement  upon  the  street  upon  each  side  of  narrow  plats  of  ground 
that  were  laid  out  along  the  middle  of  the  street.  I  recommend  hereafter  that  in 
any  ordinance  for  the  improvement  of  a  street  which  contains  a  plat,  or  park,  run- 
ning along  the  center  thereof,  that  the  ordinance  distinctly  state — what  is  undoubt- 
edly the  law— that  the  abutting  property  holders,  and  not  the  city,  shall  pay  for 
the  full  width  of  the  street. 

31.  Is  the  case  of  Lowe  Carey  vs.  Gas  Trust  Company,  Citizens'  Street  Railroad 
Company  and  the  citv,  claiming  damages  on  account  of  the  injury  to  a  horse,  at 
the  intetsection  ot  Eighth  street  with  Central  avenue.  In  the  Justice  Court  a  ver- 
dict was  rendered  for  the  city,  and  on  appeal  to  the  Circuit  Court,,  after  trial,  the 
Court  instructed  the  jury,  to-day,  to  return  a  verdict  for  the  city. 

4th.  Complying  with  your  instructions,  I  presented  for  collection  to  the  various 
natural  gas  companies  in  the  city  the  amounts  charged  against  them  on  the  books 
of  the  Street  Commissioner.  I  have  this  day  received  from  A.  M.  Fletcher,  Treas- 
urer of  the  Indianapolis  Natural  Gas  Company,  a  check  for  $321.86,  payable  to 
John  Osterman,  Treasurer  for  the  city,  in  full  for  the  amount  charged  agninst  said 
gas  company,  as  appears  upon  the  books  of  the  Street  Commissioner.  DeRuiter. 
The  Street  Commissioner  and  myself  have  made  frequent  demands  upon  the  Con- 
sumers' Gas  Trust  Compmy  for  the  amount  charged  against  it,  to-wit,  $1,418.47, 
but  have  not  succeeded  in  making  a  settlement.  They  have  made  offers  for  settle- 
ment for  less  than  the  full  amount,  which  I  have  refused.  Said  company  presents 
herewith  a  proposition  of  settlement,  and  I  ask  for  instructions.

*  Gentlemen: — Having  been  repeatedly  urged  by  your  City  Attorney  to  pay  certain 
claims  of  the  Street  Commissioner  for  the  repair  of  streets  claimed  to  be  damaged 
by  the  laying  of  the  gas  mains  of  this  company,  we  beg  to  submit  the  following 
statement  and  proposition  for  your  favorable  consideration  : 

Before  proceeding  further,  it  is  but  just  to  your  City  Attorney  to  state  that  he 
has,  upon  our  earnest  request,  and  belief  of  reaching  a  mutually  satisfactory  settle- 
ment, withheld  suits  upon  these  claims. 

In  response  to  a  communication  from  your  Street  Commissioner,  dated  March  30, 
1889,  our  Board  of  Directors,  through  its  Secretary,  sent  the  following  communi- 
cation : 

"Your  communication  of  March  30th,  in  relation  to  what  you  call  'work  unfin- 
ished,' by  this  company,  and  saying  that  you  will  proceed  to  do  the  work  at  the 
expense  of  the  company  in  a  few  days,  etc.,  was  received  yesterday. 

"At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  held  on  this  2d  d«y  of  April,  the  subject 
of  your  communication  was  considered,  and  by  direction  of  said  Board  of  Directors 
I  hereby  notify  you  that  this  company  intends  to  comply  with  the  engagements 
with  the  city  concerning  the  streets  and  alleys  occupied  by  its  pipes,  and  it  does  not 
recognize  the  right  of  the  city  to  do  the  work  specified  in  37our  communication  at 
its  expense." 

It  is  claimed  by  our  company  that  the  Street  Commissioner  gave  no  heed  to  this 
communication,  but  proceeded  to  make  such  repairs  as  his  judgment  dictated,  and 
thereby  anticipated  our  company. 

It  is  further  claimed  that  our  company  could  have  made  such  repairs  as  would 
properly  belong  to  it,  at  a  great  deal  less  expense  than  could  or  was  done  by  the 
Street  Commissioner. 

It  is  further  claimed  that  the  Street  Commissioner  did  the  repairing  of  certain 
streets  and  charged  the  same  to  this  company,  when  the  said  repairs  were  not  be- 
cause of  any  work  done  in  the  said  streets  by  this  company. 

On  July  22d,  the  following  communication  was  sent  to  the  Street  Commissioner: 

"Enclosed  find  bills  as  follows:  $151.62,  $433.15,  $243  00,  $175.75— total  $1,003.52, 
rendered  against  this  company  for  street  repairs,  said  bills  having  been  received  by 
me  19th  inst. 

"  This  company  does  not  recognize  the  right  of  the  city  to  do  this  work  at  its 
(the  company's)  expense,  and  I  would  respectfully  refer  you  to  my  letter  of  April 
2d  concerning  same." 

Since  the  above  communication,  we  have  received  additional  bills  from  the  Street 
Commissioner,  amounting  to  $424.73. 

In  view  of  the  fact  of  the  willingness  of  this  company  to  repair  all  streets  dam- 
aged by  it,  but  the  prevention  of  doing  so  by  the  anticipation  of  the  Street  Com- 
missioner, and  the  further  fact  that  such  work  as  justly  belonged  to  this  company 
to  do,  could  have  been  done  at  much  less  expense  than  charged  m  the  bills  of  the 
Street  Commissioner,  our  company  beg  to  offer,  as  a  just  and  equitable  settlement 
of  these  bills,  the  sum  of  $800  00.

Gentlemen: — The  ladies  of  the  Girls'  Industrial  School  of  this  city  respectfully  ask 
of  you  the  right  to  use  Tomlinson  Hall  from  2  to  4  o'clock  on  Saturday  afternoons, 
in  which  to  hold  the  weekly  sessions  of  their  school.  The  object  of  this  work  is 
purely  charitable.  It  consists  in  teaching  young  girls,  gahered  from  the  homes 
of  the  poor  of  the  city,  how  to  sew  and  make  garments  for  themselves,  and  thus  to 
become  self-sustaining  as  they  grow  into  womanhood  The  materials  for  these  gar- 
ments are  purchased  with  funds  donated  to  the  school  by  its  fhariUble  friends.  On 
the  completion  of  a  garment— made  under  the  direction  of  a  teacher — it  becomes 
the  property  of  the  girl  making  it.  All  girls  are  iree  to  come,  provided  they  are 
from  families  too  poor  to  pay  for  such  instruction. 

The  school  began  with  a  few  girls  in  attendance  about  one  year  ago,  in  a  small 
room  at  No.  279  east  Washington  street.  It  soon  outgrew  the  seating  capacity 
there,  and  on  application,  the  County  Commissioners,  with  the  consent  of  the  Pros- 
ecuting Attorney,  kindly  gave  us  the  use  of  his  room  in  the  Court  House.  The 
school  soon  overflowed  into  the  grand  jury  room,  which  was  soon  tilled  also,  and  a 
third  room  was  generously  added  for  the  purpose.  The  number  in  attendance  is 
increasing,  and  we  need  larger  quarters,  and  especially  a  room  in  which  the  whole 
school  can  be  assembled.

There  are  no  accounts  for  the  Committee,  from  the  records  as  kept  by  the  Ex- 
City  Clerk,  John  W.  Bowlus,  to  arrive  at  any  positive  or  decisive  conclusion  as  to 
amounts  chargeable  to  the  3aid  Market  Master,  J.  E.  Isgrigg. 
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We  find  no  records  by  which  we  can  in  any  manner  determine  the  amount  col- 
lected by  the  said  Isgrigg.  We  find,  however,  that  he  has,  contrary  to  the  ordi- 
nances made  fur  the  government  of  the  Market  collected  stall,  restaurant  space, 
and  curbstone  rent,  and  paid  same  into  the  City  Treasurer  without  filing  there- 
with any  report  showing  from  whom  or  what  purpose  the  same  had  been  tollected, 
offering  as  an  excuse  for  said  violation,  that  he  had  never  read  the  ordinances  and 
was  wholly  ignorant  of  his  duties  in  relation  thereto. 

We  find,  upon  investigation,  that  the  said  Isgrigg  has  proven  himself  wholly  in- 
competeu  to  perform  the  duties  devolving  upon  him  as  such  Market  Master.  No 
record  of  any  kind  has  been  kept  by  him  from  which  a  statement  can  be  made 
showing  the  receipts  of  his  office.  A  report  filed  by  the  said  Isgrigg  for  the  six 
months  rental  due  Dec.  1st,  1889,  shows  only  the  number  and  amount  paid  for 
each  stall.  No  date  or  name  of  person  from  whom  moneys  have  been  received  is 
shown  in  said  reports.  He  made  no  report  prior  to  this  claiming  he  had  no  data 
from  which  to  make  the  same. 

In  view  of  the  same,  and  believing  it  to  the  best  interests  of  the  City,  your  Com- 
mittee requested  Market  Master  Isgrigg  to  tender  his  resignation  as  such  Market 
Master  to  which  request  he  acceded,  and  the  same  is  herewith  presented  to  your 
honorable  body  for  your  consideration.

A  bond  or  bonds  shall  be  issued  in  anticipation  of  the  col- 
lection of  said  assessments,  unless  the  property-owners  pay  said  assessments  before 
said  bond  or  bonds  are  issued,  all  as  provided  for  in  an  Act  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  Indiana,  approved  March  8,  1889. 

And  the  City  Clerk  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  ordered  to  give  the  required  legal  no- 
tice to  property  owners  along  the  line  of  said  improvement,  of  the  time  and  place 
when  and  where  objections  should  be  made  to  the  necessity  of  such  improvement.

The  City  Attorney  submitted  the  following  report ;  which  was  read  and 
received : 

To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen* 

Gentlemen:— I  report  upon  the  following  matters  in  the  Law  Department  of  the 
city : 

1st  The  action  of  Samuel  D.  Breedlove  vs.  George  W.  Combs,  late  Superinten- 
dent of  the  City  Dispensary,  in  which  plaintiff  demanded  several  thousand  dollars 
damages  on  account  of  alleged  unskillful  treatment  of  plaintiff's  broken  arm,  has 
been  abated  on  account  of  the  death  of  plaintiff  since  bringing  the  suit. 

2d.  The  case  of  Quill  vs.  City  of  Indianapolis,  brought  to  test  the  constitution- 
ality of  the  so  called  Barrett  Law,  has  been  affirmed  by  the  Supreme  Court.  The 
Court  decides  four  points  raised  in  this  case,  all  in  accordance  with  my  opinion  as 
printed  in  the  Proceedings  of  May  6th  last: 

First — That  the  Necessity  Resolution  must  first  pass,  and  the  first  publication 
thereof  must  be  twenty-four  (24)  days  before  the  meeting  therein  called  shall  be 
had,  and  this  must  be  done  before  any  action  whatever  shall  be  had  upon  the  pro- 
posed ordinance. 

Second — That  it  is  not  necessary  to  have  a  committee  meet  with  property  holders, 
but  the  City  Clerk  may  meet  with  them  and  submit  their  objections,  if  any  they 
have,  to  the  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen. 

Third— That  the  bonds  proposed  to  be  issued,  pursuant  to  said  law,  are  valid,  and 
that  the  property  holders  are  not  only  primarily  but  exclusively  liable  for  the  pay- 
ment thereof,  and  thererore  they  are  not  within  the  inhibition  contained  in  Art.  13 
of  our  State  Constitution. 

Fourth — That  the  city  is  to  pay  for  the  street  and  alley  crossings  in  cash,  and 
this  being  the  case,  the  cost  of  such  part  of  street  improvements  is  not  to  be  consid- 
ered an  indebtedness,  but  as  a  part  of  the  current  expenses  of  the  city. 

The  Court  did  not  pass  upon  the  question  as  to  whether  or  not  the  old  law  is  still 
in  force. 

3d.  Since  your  last  meeting,  I  have  collected  from  Butler  University  and  paid 
into  the  city  treasury  the  sum  of  $165  32,  $65.32  of  which  was  charged  to  Lots  19 
to  24  inclusive,  in  Butler's  North  Addition,  and  $100  00  to  Lot  12,  in  Butler's  Adr 
dition,  as  benefits  on  account  of  the  opening  of  Peru  street  in  1875,  and  the  liens 
thereby  created  have  been  satisfied. 

4th.  I  recommend  that  the  petition  of  Frank  McQuinney,  for  the  refunding  of 
$1013  in  full  for  current  and  delinquent  taxes  paid  by  him  on  Lot  13,  Jones'  sub- 
division of  Cress'  addition,  be  granted.  Said  lot  was  taken  in  1877,  and  ha3  been 
occupied  by  the  Belt  Pvailroad  tracks,  and  is  not  subject  to  taxation  by  the  city;  and 
further,  that  none  of  said  amounts  were  barred  by  the  statute  of  limitations,  when 
said  claim  was  filed.  Pwespectfully  submitted,

In  this  connection  it  seems  proper  to  note  that  the  Clerk's  late  report  showing 
the  amount  of  orders  drawn  on  the  Treasury  during  the  year  ending  December 
31st,  i  889,  states  the  amount  to  be  $793,872.84.  The  register  of  orders  from  which 
these  figures  are  necessarily  taken,  make  the  sum  $793,872  84  ;  (difference  $125  31.) 
The  figures  of  the  register,  $793,747.53,  as  being  nearest  the  original,  were,  as  here- 
tofore stated,  used  as  the  base  of  the  correction  lust  mentioned.  Both  are  alike  in- 
correct, in  that  they  do  not  in  fact  include  warrants  drawn  on  the  last  day  of  the 
year,  (December  31st,  1889.)

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The  omission  of  the  Clerk  to  report  as  part  of  the  warrants  issued  during  the 
year,  the  $15,101.27  issued  December  31st,  makes  the  report  present  the  singular 
feature  of  showing  warrants  paid  during  the  year  which  are  not  reported  as  having 
been  issued,  as  $10,048.44  of  the  warrants  of  December  31st,  1889  were  paid  on  that 
day  and  are  so  reported  in  the  reports  of  both  the  Clerk  and  Treasurer  forming  a 
part  of  the  #805,464.49  payments  of  the  year. 

If  wo  may  be  allowed,  we  would  suggest  that  it  would  be  well  that  the  Treasurer 
pay  only  on  warrants.  This  being  a  fixed  rule,  with  due  care  in  the  respective  of- 
fices, there  could  not  be  any  differences  between  the  books  of  the  Clerk  and  Treas- 
urer as  to  either  receipts  of  payments.  The  books  and  late  report  of  the  Clerk, 
based  on  warrants  paid,  (as  corrected),  exhibit  a  balance  to  the  credit  of  the  City 
of  $191,624.17,  when  in  fact  there  is  an  overdraft  or  deficit  of  $26,778.36.  This 
misleading  and  confusing  condition  could  not  exist  if  the  operations  of  the  two 
offices  were  kept  strictly  together  by  the  pay  only  on  warrant  rule  suggested. 

In  the  nature  of  respective,  existing  conditions,  exactness  would  be  reasonably 
expected  in  the  Treasurer's  office  rather  than  the  Clerk's  for  the  single  reason  that 
the  Treasurer's  cash  account  may  be  an  infallible  corrector  for  him,  whereas  the 
Clerk  can  have  only  pains-taking  care  to  insure  him  accuracy. 

"We  find  both  of  the  settlement  sheets  made  by  the  County  Auditor,  on  account 
of  City  revenue,  to  be  correct,  and  that  the  amount  of  four  hundred  and  seventy- 
one  thousand,  two  hundred  and  seven  dollars  and  forty-three  cents  (5491,207.43) 
reproted  by  the  clerk  as  the  sum  derived  therefrom,  does  the  city  exact  justice. 

We  also  find  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  Treasurer,  so  far  as  they  relate  to  the 
receipts  and  payments  on  account  of  the  city  during  the  time  covered  by  our  exam- 
ination, to  be  correct  and  carefully  kept.  The  system  of  checks  and  balance*  in 
the  account  books  of  the  office  is  complete,  and  we  find  the  figures  accurate  and 
precise. 

Not  feeliig  authorized  to  make  changes  in  books  where  errors  have  been  discov- 
ered, we  have  made  and  submit  herewith,  itemized  exibits,  pointing  out  pages  and 
columns  where  errors  occur,  to  the  end  that  if  our  finding  is  approved  corrections 
can  readily  be  made. 

Judging  from  sources  within  our  reach,  the  known  debt  of  the  City  on  the  first

In  the  matter  contemplated  by  the  last  paragraph  of  the  resolution,  we  find  strict 
accuracy  of  statement  not  within  our  reach.  Exhibit  "G,"  filed  herewith,  shows 
the  contracts  unpaid,  passed  by  Council,  approved  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and 
signed  by  the  Mayor  before  the  first  day  of  January,  1890.  This  list  of  contracts 
was  prepared  from  information  furnished  us  by  William  C.  Phipps,  of  the  City 
Engineer's  Office,  and  aggregates  in  amount,  $7,522,28. 

This  does  not  include  any  street,  alley,  sewer  or  other  ordinances  that  have 
passed  Council,  and  not  yet  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  and  been  signed  by  the  Mayor. 

It  may  be  proper  to  note  that  we  find  an  open  account  on  the  County  Auditor's 
and  Treasurer's  ledgers  against  the  City,  amounting  to  $1,453  04.  said  to  be  for  the 
City's  portion  of  erroneous  sales  of  property  for  taxes  made  by  the  City  Treas- 
urer before  the  ccnsolidation  of  offices,  refunded  by  the  County  Auditor,  and  never 
charged  against  or  collected  from  the  City  on  any  of  the  settlement  sheets.  If  this 
is  a  proper  charge  against  the  City,  the  School  Board  of  Indianapolis  will  be  liable 
for  its  proportion  of  it.

The  Committee  on  Judiciary,  through  Councilman  Weber,  submitted 
the  following  report ;  which  was  referred  to  the  Railroad  Committee  and 
City  Attorney: 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council : 

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  question  as  to  whether- 
the  Citizens'  Street  Railroad  Company  was  liable  for  a  portion  of  the  cost  of  street 
improvements,  would  respectfully  submit  the  following  as  their  report: 

1st  Sections  five  (5)  and  six  (6)  of  the  original  charter  granted  in  1864,  required 
the  company  to  make  all  improvements  of  streets  along  the  line  of  their  tracks 
eighteen  feet  wide  for  double  tracks,  and  nine  feet  for  single  tracks. 

2d.  On  November  4th,  1867,  the  Council  suspended  the  said  Sections  till  Janu- 
ary 1st,  1878. 

3d.  On  April  2d,  1878,  the  Council,  in  effect,  repealed  said  Sections  five  and  six 
of  the  original  charter. 

4th.    On  April  14th,  1884,  a  new  ordinance  was  passed,  requiring  the  company 
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to  pay  for  said  improvements.  This  ordinance  was  not  accepted  by  the  company 
at  that  time  ;  but  in  1888,  when  the  present  owners  purchased  the  plant,  the  ordi- 
nance then  passed  ratifying  their  purchase,  imposed  upon  the  present  company  all 
duties  and  obligations  as  required  by  all  former  ordinances.  This  ordinance  was 
accepted  by  the  company,  and  by  such  acceptance  they  are  bound  by  the  provisions 
of  the  1884  ordinance. 

We  are  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  the  Citizens'  Street  Railroad  Company  is 
liable  for  the  improvements  above  designated,  and  would  suggest  that  such  legal 
proceedings  be  at  once  commenced  so  as  to  settle  the  question.

For  the  conduits  and  conductors  to  be  used  by  "The  Indianopolis  Brush  Electric 
Light  &  Power  Company,"  for  the  under-ground  transmission  of  the  electric  cur- 
rent, for  electric  lighting  and  for  other  purposes,  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 

CONDUITS. 

The  conduits  for  the  protection  of  the  conductors,  are  to  be  constructed  of  lum- 
ber, the  several  parts  being  proportioned  and  secured  substantially  as  shown  in  the 
accompanying  drawing.  Or  they  may  consist  of  iron  tubes  lined  with  concrete,  or 
of  tubes  of  indurated  fibe  vitrified  clay  or  glass,  with  the  cables  drawn  through  and 
laid  in  conformity  with  Ordinance  No.  44,  1888. 

CONDUCTORS. 

The  main  line  conductors  are  to  be  cables  containing  133  No.  13  copper  wires, 
more  or  less,  the  wires  being  protected  by  a  substantial  water-proof  insulation. 

Branch  cables  are  to  be  ©f  ample  size  to  transmit  the  required  quantity  of  cur- 
rent without  any  dangerous  increase  of  temperature. 

INSULATION. 

In  addition  to  the  insulation  provided  in  the  manufacture  of  the  cables,  they  are 
also  to  be  insulated  from  the  conduit  boxes  by  bearings  of  baked  wood  saturated 
with  parhffine  wax.  These  bearings  are  to  be  placed  from  three  to  five  feet  apart, 
the  distance  being  so  close  as  to  prevent  the  cables  from  touching  the  conduit  boxes 
either  at  the  bottom  or  sides.  After  the  cables  are  thus  secured  in  a  central  posi- 
tion, the  conduit  boxes  are  to  be  filled  with  melted  pitch,  which  will  exclude  mois- 
ture and  air,  and  will  form  a  complete  insulatien  of  the  cables. 
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CONSTRUCTION   OUTSIDE   UNDER-GROUND   LIMITS. 

In  that  portion  of  the  city  not  included  within  North,  South,  East  and  West 
streets,  the  conducting  wires  will  be  of  copper,  protected  by  high  insulation,  and 
shall  be  strung  on  poles  of  proper  height  and  size,  and  such  poles  shall  be  either  of 
live  white  cedar  or  iron,  and  shall  be  located  in  alleys  when  practicable.  All  work 
to  be  of  the  best  modern  and  approved  construction,  and  erected  under  the  direc-. 
tion  of  the  City  Civil  Engineer  in  accordance  with  General  Ordinance  No.  44,  1888.

SPECIFICATIONS, 

For  the  conduits  and  conductors  to  be  used  by  "The  Indianopolis  Brush  Electric 
Light  &  Power  Company,"  for  the  under-ground  transmission  of  the  electric  cur- 
rent, for  electric  lighting  and  for  other  purposes,  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 

CONDUITS. 

The  conduits  for  the  protection  of  the  conductors,  are  to  be  constructed  of  lum- 
ber, the  several  parts  boing  proportioned  and  secured  substantially  as  shown  in  the 
accompanying  drawing.  Or  they  may  consist  of  iron  tubes  lined  with  concrete,  or 
of  tubes  of  indurated  fibe  vitrified  clay  or  glass,  with  the  cables  drawn  through  and 
laid  in  conformity  with  Ordinance  No.  44,  J  888. 

CONDUCTORS. 

The  main  line  conductors  are  to  be  cables  containing  133  No.  13  copper  wires, 
more  or  less,  the  wires  being  protected  by  a  substantial  water-proof  insulation. 

Branch  cables  are  to  be  ©f  ample  size  to  transmit  the  required  quantity  of  cur- 
rent without  any  dangerous  increase  of  temperature. 

INSULATION. 

In  addition  to  the  insulation  provided  in  the  manufacture  of  the  cables,  they  are 
also  to  be  insulated  from  the  conduit  boxes  by  bearings  of  baked  wood  saturated 
with  paraffine  wax.  These  bearings  are  to  be  placed  from  three  to  five  feet  apart, 
the  distance  being  so  close  as  to  prevent  the  cables  from  touching  the  conduit  boxes 
either  at  the  bottom  or  sides.  After  the  cables  are  thus  secured  in  a  central  posi- 
tion, the  conduit  boxes  are  to  be  filled  with  melted  pitch,  which  will  exclude  mois- 
ture and  air,  and  will  form  a  complete  insulation  of  the  cables. 

CONSTRUCTION   OUTSIDE    UNDER-GROUND    LIMITS. 

In  that  portion  of  the  city  not  included  within  North,  South,  East  and  West 
atreets,  the  conducting  wires  will  be  of  copper,  protected  by  high  insulation,  and 
shall  be  strung  on  poles  of  proper  height  and  size,  and  such  poles  shall  be  either  of 
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live  white  cedar  or  iron,  and  shall  be  located  in  alleys  when  practicable.  All  work 
to  be  of  the  best  modern  and  approved  construction,  and  erected  under  the  direc-. 
tion  of  the  City  Civil  Engineer  in  accordance  with  General  Ordinance  No.  44,  1888.

SECOND   SESSION— February  25,    1890.

We  find  that 
the  Eureka  Fire  Hose  is  regarded  in  all  the  largest  cities  of  this  country  as  the  best' 
hose  made,  as  shown  by  their  large  purchases  of  said  hose,  and  the  amount  in  use. 
In  this  city  experiments  have  been  made  with  different  kinds  of  hose,  and  Chief 
Dougherty,  with  the  entire  Fire  Department,  agree  that  the  Eureka  ho3e  is  the  best/ 
now  made.     This  hose  ha3  been  in  use  in  our  Department  between  five  and  six 
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years,  and  is  still  in  good  condition.      It  is  the  only  hose  purchased  by  ex-Chief 
Webster  during  the  last  years  of  his  administration. 

We  believe  that  the  city  should  try  no  needless  experiments,  and  that  it  is  cheaper 
to  purchase  a  first  class  article  than  to  risk  the  bursting  of  cheap  lines  in  times  of 
emergency.  We  would  therefore  recommend  that  the  required  permission  to  pur- 
chase two  thousand  feet  of  Eureka  hose  be  granted.  W.  H.  Cooper,

The  Committee  on  Judiciary,  through  Councilman  McGill,  submitted 
the  following  report ;  which  was  received  : 

To  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  : 

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  to  whom  was  re/erred  the  communication  of  Ex- 
Mayor  Denny,  in  reference  to  the  bond  of  Consumers'  Gas  Trust  Co.,  would 
respectfully  submit  the  following:  The  provisions  of  the  ordinance  relating  to 
bonds  required  of  gas  companies  are  as  follows,  namely : 

"Section  2.  Before  any  corporation,  firm,  individual  or  company  desiring  to 
pipe  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  for  the  supply  of  natural  gas,  shall  do  any  work  to- 
ward laying  any  mains  or  pipes  in  any  street,  avenue,  lane,  alley  or  public  ground 
thereof,  such  corporation,  individual,  firm  or  company,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall 
execute  a  bond  to  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  in  the  penal  sum  of  $50,000, 
to  the  acceptance  and  approval  of  the  Mayor,  in  which  one  or  more  of  the  sureties 
shall  reside  in  Marion  County,  Indiana,  conditioned  as  follows: 

"First.  That  the  said  corporation,  firm,  individual  or  company  will  not,  in  any 
manner,  molest,  damage  or  interfere  with  any  of  the  gas  or  water  pipes,  or  public 
or  private  sewers  now  laid  or  constructed,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  laid  or  con- 
structed, in  or  along  any  of  the  streets,  alleys,, lanes,  avenues  or  public  grounds  of 
said  city. 

"Second.  That  the  said  corporation,  firm,  individual  or  company  will  restore  any 
and  all  streets,  alleys,  lanes,  avenues  or  public  grounds  in  which  it  or  they  may 
lay  mains  or  pipes,  or  which  it  or  they  shall  disturb  or  ir  terfere  with  in  laying 
pipes,  or  trenching  or  excavating  for  the  purpose  of  laying  mains  or  pipes,  or  in 
using  any  of  the  apparatus  or  machinery  in  connection  therewith,  to  as  good  con- 
dition as  they  were  before  the  laying  and  use  of  said  mains  or  pipes,  apparatus  and 
machinery,  and  before  said  trenching  and  excavating  were  begun,  and  that  it  will 
maintain  the  same  in  such  condition  for  one  year  after  such  mains  or  pipes  are 
laid,: or  such  trenches  or  excavations  dug  or  made.  And  in  all  cases  where  said 
city  shall  have  taken  a  bond  or  agreement  from  any  contractor  to  keep  and  main- 
tain the  pavements  of  any  street  in  g«od  repair  for  a  given  time,  the  said  corpora- 
tion, individual,  firm  or  company  shall  keep  that  portion  of  any  such  street  from 
which  it  may  remove  the  pavement  for  the  purpose  of  laying  its  mains,  pipes  and 
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conduits,  in  good  condition  and  repair  for  the  same  period  of  time  stipulated  in 
such  bond  or  agreement  between  the  city  and  the  contractor. 

" Third.  That  the  said  corporation,  individual,  firm  or  company  will,  without 
delay,  clear  all  such  streets  and  places  of  the  dirt  and  rubbish  caused  by,  or  result- 
ing from,  the  laying  of  said  mains  or  pipes,  or  making  such  trenches  or  excavations. 

"Fourth.  Tnat  the  said  corporation,  individual  firm  or  company,  will  reimburse 
the  said  city  for  all  sums  it  may  expend  in  restoring  any  street  or  other  public 
place,  or  any  part  thereof,  to  as  good  condition  as  the  same  was  before  the  same 
was  opened  lor  the  purpose  of  laying  the  mains  or  pipes  therein,  and  for  all  sums 
expended  in  clearing  any  of  such  streets  or  places  from  the  dirt  or  rubbish  caused 
by,  or  resulting  from,  the  laying  of  said  mains  or  pipes  where  the  said  corporation, 
individual,  firm  or  company  failed  to  restore  the  streets  or  other  places,  or  remove 
such  dirt  or  rubbish,  as  provided  by  this  ordinance. 

"Fifth.  That  it  will  indemnify  and  save  harmless  the  city  from  and  against  any 
and  all  claims,  demands,  actions,  suits,  judgments  or  liabilities  of  every  kind  that 
the  said  city  may  be  subjected  to,  or  incur  in  consequence  of,  or  growing  out  of  the 
opening  of  said  streets  or  other  places,  or  the  laying  of  the  said  mains  or  pipes 
therein,  or  of  permitting  or  having  such  gas  within  the  city,  or  in  such  mains  or 
pipes,  or  in  said  streets  or  other  places,  or  the  doing  of  the  work  incident  to  this 
grant,  or  the  manner  of  doing  the  same,  or  in  consequence  of  injuries  or  damage 
to  persons  or  property  by  such  gas,  or  by  reason  of  any  explosion  of  such  gas,  or  in 
consequence  of  or  growing  out  of  the  failure  of  said  company  to  restore  the  said 
streets  and  other  places  to  as  good  condition  as  they  were  before  bei»g  opened  by  it, 
or  in  consequence  of  or  growing  out  of  any  negligence  of  the  agents  or  servants  of 
said  corporation,  individual  firm  or  company.  It  being  the  intention  of  the  city 
and  any  and  all  corporations,  companies,  firms  and  individuals  accepting  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance  that  said  corporations,  companies,  firms  and  individuals 
shall  be  and  become  primarily  liable  as  between  them  and  said  city,  in  all  such  cases." 

The  ordinance  requires  that  this  bond  shall  be  executed,  filed  and  approved 
before  any  work  is  done  in  the  way  of  occupying  the  streets  for  pipe  lines,  and 
furnishing  gas  to  consumers.  The  sole  purpose  of  the  bond  is  to  protect  the  city 
from  any  claim  of  damages  that  may  result  from  putting  in  pipe  lines  and  operat- 
ing the  plant. 

So  far  as  liability  on  this  bond  is  concerned,  it  can  make  no  difference  whether 
the  Trust  Company  acquired  its  property  by  purchasing  pipe  and  other  materials 
and  laying  them  in  the  streets,  or  by  purchasing  from  some  other  company  or  party, 
or  by  construction  in  part  and  purchase  in  part. 

When  the  company  acquires  the  property  —  no  matter  bow  —  it  assumes  the 
responsibility  for  its  proper  construction  and  management.  If  the  first  step  taken 
by  the  Company,  after  executing  the  bond,  had  heen  the  purchase  of  the  Broad 
Ripple  Company's  property,  the  conditions  and  penalties  of  the  bond  would  have 
attached  to  that  property,  as  they  have  in  our  judgment  to  its  subsequent  purchase 
by  the  Trust  Company. 

When  the  bond  was  executed,  the  Trust  Company  had  not  occupied  the  streets 
by  its  pipe  line,  but  was  only  proposing  to  do  so.  The  Company  now  occupies  the 
streets  and  alleys  by  lines  partly  constructed  by  itself,  and  in  part  purchased  of  the 
Broad  Ripple  Company.  It  might  have  acquired  its  entire  property  by  purchase, 
or  it  might  have  constructed  its  entire  lines,  and  in  either  case  would  be  amenable 
to  the  conditions  of  its  bond. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  a  new  bond  will  not  be  necessary  to  protect  the 
interest  of  the  city.  Robt.  C.  McGill,

Committee  on  Judiciary. 

The  Committee  on  Public  Light,  through  Councilman  Gauss,  submit- 
ted the  following  reports ;  which  were  received : 
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To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council : 

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Public  Light,  to  whom  was  referred  the  several 
petitions  for  electric  lights,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows : 

After  having  visited  the  several  districts,  we  find  them  all  lighted  as  well  as  the 
average  part  of  the  city,  and  under  the  last  contract  made  by  and  between  the  gas, 
electric  light  company  and  the  city,  on  the  28th  day  of  July,  1883,  that  one  hundred 
electric  lights  be  placed  in  the  business  part  of  the  city  at  sixty  dollars  per  light 
per  annum,  this  one  hundred  electric  lights  being  exhausted,  all  additional  electric 
fights  to  cost  eighty. one  dollars,  all  gas  lights  fifteen  dollars  per  light,  all  light  con- 
tracts to  expire  on  the  31st  day  of  December  next,  any  electric  lights  over  the  one 
hundred,  can  not  be  put  up  without  paying  for  gas  and  electric  light  unless  we  find 
a  place  where  we  can  re-mantle  after  dis-mantling.  We  therefore  believe  that 
nowhere  in  the  city  where  there  is  gas  mains,  and  where  we  can  not  dis-mantle  and 
re-mantle,  should  we  consider  electric  lights,  after  the  city  having  to  pay  for  gas 
and  electric  light,  unless  at  dangerous  railroad  crossings  in  such  parts  of  the  city 
where  no  gas  mains  exist,  until  all  light  contracts  expire.  Then  we  hope  a  con- 
tract can  be  made  that  will  be  more  satisfactory  to  the  city.

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council: 

QentUmen:— Your  Committee  on  Railroads,  to  whom  was  referred  General  Ordi- 
nance No.  12,  1890,  providing  for  an  amendment  to  Section  one  (1)  of  General 
Ordinance  JNo  60,  1889— being  the  Electric  Street  Railway  Ordinance — report  that 
we  have  considered  the  same,  and  recommend  that  Section  one  (1)  of  said  General 
Ordinance  No.  12,  1890,  be  amended  as  follows: 

1st.  Amend  said  Section  one  (1)  by  inserting  after  the  word  "sidewalk,"  in  line 
27,  the  following  words:  "and  inside  of  the  curb  line." 

2d.  By  inserting  after  the  word  ''  telephone,"  in  line  32  of  said  Section  one  (1,) 
the  following  words;  **  telegraph  and  electric  light." 

3d.  Add  to  said  Section  one  (1)  of  General  Ordinance  No.  12,  1890,  the  follow- 
ing words:  **  That  the  said  Citizens'  Street  Railroad  Company  shall,  within  thirty 
days  from  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  accept  the  same,  in  writing,  duly  filed  in 
the  office  of  the  City  Clerk." 

When  said  ordinance  shall  have  been  so  amended,  we  recommend  that  the  same 
be  passed.

The  Committee  on  Railroads,  through  Councilman  Yontz,  submitted 
the  following  report ;  which  was  received : 
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To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council: 

Gentlemen: — We,  your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  t*.  O.  No.  10,  1890, 
having  examined  the  ground  over  which  the  proposed  switch  is  to  run,  would  re- 
commend that  the  same  be  passed.  M.  D.  Yontz,

Councilman  Woollen,  of  the  Committee  on  Railroads,  submitted  the 
following  majority  report: 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council: 

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,  a  majority  of  your  Committee  on  Railroads,  to 
whom  was  referred  the  communications  of  ex-Mayor  Denny,  concerning  the  con- 
struction of  a  viaduct  on  the  first  alley  east  of  Meridian  street,  in  said  city,  by  the 
Union  Railway  Company,  beg  leave  to  report  that  we  have  carefully  considered 
6aid  matter,  having  met  with  representatives  of  said  company  and  heard  their  views, 
and  also  having  examined  all  the  papers  relaiing  to  said  subject  on  tile  in  the  office 
of  the  City  Clerk.     After  such  coherences  and  examination,  we  find — 

That  the  contract  between  the  city  and  the  company  is  embodied  in  General  Or- 
dinance No.  36,  of  1886,  which  was  ordained  June  15th  of  that  year.  Its  provisions 
were  not  only  accepted  by  said  company,  but  we  are  informed  that  the  framing  of 
said  ordinance  was  largely  the  work  of  its  officials.  By  this  contract  the  city  agreed 
to  and  did  vacate  210  feet  of  Meridian  street,  and  was  to  condemn  20  feet  of  ground 
along  the  east  side  of  the  30-foot  alley  heretofore  named,  to  make  the  necessary 
room  for  the  viaduct,  which  it  did  years  ago.  By  the  provisions  of  said  contract, 
ihe  city  was  to  prepare  the  plans  for  the  viaduct,  which  it  did,  and  we  are  informed 
that  these  plans  were  approved  by  the  Engineer  of  the  company  more  than  three 
years  ago.  Indeed,  everything  the  city  agreed  to  do  in  the  premises,  was  promptly 
done.     We  here  quote  Section  2  of  the  ordinance  referred  to: 

"Leave  is  hereby  granted  to  the  Indianapolis  Union  Railway  Company  to  build 
and  for  the  consideration  aforesaid,  it  is  hereby  required  to  build,  a  foot-bridge  ex- 
tending north  and  south  over  the  portion  of  Meridian  st  eet  described  in  the  pre- 
ceding Section.  Also  to  build  a  viaduct  over  the  Union  Railway  tracks  fifty  feet 
in  width,  including  a  sidewalk  on  each  side  of  the  roadway  of  said  viaduct,  between 
Meridian  and  Pennsylvania  streets,  on  the  line  of  the  alley  running  north  and 
south  between  Georgia  and  South  streets,  upon  a  right-of  way  that  shall  be  procured 
at  the  expense  of  said  Indianapolis  Union  Railway  Company  by  the  city,  by  the 
exercise  of  its  eminent  domain  power,  before  said  new  Union  Passenger  Depot 
shall  be  put  in  use  as  a  railway  station." 

Section  4  of  said  ordinance  contains  this  provision  : 

"Said  Indianapolis  Union  Railway  Company,  by  the  acceptance  of  this  ordi- 
nance, hereby  agrees  to  pay  any  and  all  such  expenses,  damages  and  costs  incident 
to  the  procuring  of  such  right-of-way  and  the  construction  of  said  viaduct  and 
foot-bridge." 

Soon  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  thp  Union  Railway  Company  laid  sev- 
eral additional  tracks  over  Meridian  street,  thus  getting  full  benefit  of  the  210  feet, 
which  by  the  ordinance  was  only  to  insure  to  her  when  the  viaduct  and  foot-bridge 
shall  have  been  constructed.  By  the  terms  of  said  ordinance,  the  company  is  not 
bound  to  close  Meridian  street,  but  it  is  obliged  to  build  a  foot-beidge  over  the  net- 
work of  tracks  on  Meridian  street,  a  viaduct  200  feet  east  of  that  point,  and  to  pay 
the  property  owners  for  the  20  foot  strip  of  ground  which  the  city  condemned  for 
its  use.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  undersigned  that  it  should  be  held  to  this  contract; 
and  it  having  received  the  benefits  accruing  to  it,  it  should  without  further  delay 
put  the  city  into  possession  of  the  benefits  that  would  accrue  to  her  and  her  citizens 
by  the  fulfillment  of  its  agreements. 

In  conclusion,  it  may  be  proper  to  say  that  in  a  communication  to  this  Commit- 
tee, said  Union  Railway  Company  made  suggestions  about  the  building  of  a  viaduct 
over  the  railroad  tracks  at  a  point  different  from  that  named  in  the  ordinance 
heretofored  named.  From  a  history  of  the  past,  your  Committee  is  of  the  opinion 
that  were  the  city  to  open  up  the  question,  there  is  no  probability  that  the  matter 
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would  be  determined  during  the  life  of  the  present  Council.  No  contract  could  be 
made  more  binding  ihan  that  already  in  existence;  and  yet  now,  nearly  four  years 
from  its  consummation,  no  foot-bridge  or  viaduct  has  been  built,  or  even  com- 
menced. 

Your  Committee  therefore  recommend  that  the  contract  between  the  city  an($ 
Union  Railway  Company  be  not  disturbed,  but  enforced,  and  that  the  City  Attor? 
ney  be  directed  to  proceed  at  once  to  its  enforcement.

Councilman  Yontz,  of  the  same  Committee,  submitted  the  following 
minority  report : 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council : 

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned  minority  of  the  Committee  on  Railroads,  to  whom 
was  referred  the  matter  of  ordering  the  immediate  construction  of  a  viaduct  op. 
the  alley  between  Meridian  and  Pennsylvania  streets,  reports  that  the  Railroad 
Committee,  prior  to  the  last  regular  meeting  af  the  Council,  met  the  representa- 
tives of  the  Indianapolis  Union  Railway  Company  and  considered  the  entire 
question  referred  to  it,  and  agreed  unanimously  to  recommend  that  the  contract 
between  the  city  and  the  Indianapolis  Union  Railway  Company,  respecting  the 
building  of  a  viaduct  on  the  alley  mentioned^  should  be  enforced.  They  were  then 
informed,  however,  that  at  a  meeting  to  be  held  on  the  20th  inst.  the  Railway 
Company  would  formulate  and  present  a  proposition  looking  to  the  construction 
of  a  viaduct  at  one  of  the  street  crossings  east  of  the  said  proposed  viaduct,  the 
same  to  be  erected  in  lieu  of  said  alley  viaduct.  That  proposition  has  been  made 
and  submitted,  and  is  as  follows: 

Cincinnati,  Feb.  21,  1890. 

Messrs.  M.  D.  Yontz,  W.  W.  Woollen  and  Joseph  Gasper,  Committee  of  Council : 

Gentlemen: — At  a  meeting  of  the  Indianapolis  Union  Railway  Board  held  yes- 
terday, the  viaduct  matter  was  fully  discussed,  and  while  the  board  were  unani- 
mously of  the  opinion  that  they  were  ready  and  willing  to  construct  the  viaduct  at 
Meridian  street,  provided  Meridian  street  could  be  closed,  they  were  not  ready  to 
order  the  work  begun  until  lhe  injunction  cases  pending  against  the  closing  of 
Meridian  street  were  settled,  as  they  would  feel  that  they  were  throwing  the  money 
away  to  construct  a  costly  viaduct  without  receiving  a  consideration  which  Council 
agreed  to  give  them  by  the  closing  of  Meridian  street.  They  are  favorable,  how- 
ever, to  the  construction  of  this  proposed  viaduct  at  some  other  street,  say  Dela- 
ware street,  Pennsylvania  street  or  Virginia  avenue,  provided  it  can  be  done  at 
a  reasonable  outlay,  and  that  the  City  Council  would  agree  to  accept  such  viaduct 
in  lieu  of  the  Meridian  street  viaduct,  and  would  release  the  railroad  company 
from  all  claims  the  city  may  have  against  them  on  account  of  the  viaduct  and  the 
Illinois  street  matter,  and  the  Union  Depot  Company  will  leave  Meridian  street 
open  as  it  now  is,  the  city  to  abandon  all  proceedings  in  the  right  of  way  matters 
in  the  Meridian  street  viaduct.  If  the  city  is  willing  to  consider  a  change  of  loca- 
tion of  this  viaduct,  I  would  be  glad  to  proceed  at  once  to  have  estimates  and 
plans  made  for  the  work,  so  that  we  can  settle  the  question  of  cost  at  an  early  day, 
Yours  truly,  J.  Ramsey,  Jr.,  Ass't  to  President. 

The  object  of  building  a  viaduct  is  to  furnish  a  safe  and  convenient  crossing  for 
the  public.  The  immediate  necessity  for  a  viaduct  over  the  Virginia  avenue 
crossing  is  immeasurably  greater  than  over  any  other  crossing  in  the  city.  It  is 
the  main  thoroughfare  between  the  portions  of  the  city  north  and  south  of  the 
railway  tracks. 

Furthermore,.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  taking  into  consideration  pending  litiga- 
tion on  account  of  the  proposed  closing  of  Meridian  street,  that  a  viaduct  over 
Virginia  avenue  can  be  more  speedily  constructed  than  over  the  alley;  east  of 
Meridian  street,  and

Therefore,  I  recommend  that  the  city  do,  in  pursuance  of  the  foregoing,  consider 
a  proposition  from  the  Indianapolis  Union  Railway  Company  with  a  view  to  locat- 
ing a  viaduct  on  Virginia  avenue  in  lieu  of  the  proposed  viaduct  on  the  fifty  foot 
epace  between  Meridian  and  Pennsylvania  streets.  And  to  that  end  we  hereby 
request  that  said  railway  company  submit  plans  and  specifications,  together  with  a 
proposition,  setting  forth  the  extent  of  the  liability  they  are  willing  to  assume  in 
the  proposed  change,  on  or  before  April  7th,  1890. 

If  the  said  railway  company  comply  with  the  foregoing  request,  it  shall  be  with 
the  distinct  understanding  that  the  city  be  exempted  from  all  liability  growing 
out  of  the  proposed  closing  of  Meridian  street  and  the  widening  of  the  alley  first 
east  thereof.  Respectfully  submitted,  M.  D.  Yontz. 

Councilman  Markey  moved  that  the  minority  report  be  laid  on  the 
table. 

Which  was  adopted  by  the  following  vote :

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SPECIFICATIONS, 

For  th%  conduits  and  conductors  to  be  used  by  "The  Indianopolis  Brush  Electric 
Light  &  Power  Company,"  for  the  under-ground  transmission  of  the  electric  cur- 
rent, for  electric  lighting  and  for  other  purposes,  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis. 

CONDUITS. 

The  conduits  for  the  protection  of  the  conductors,  are  to  be  constructed  of  lum- 
ber, the  several  parts  b«ing  proportioned  and  secured  substantially  as  shown  in  the 
accompanying  drawing  Or  they  may  consist  of  iron  tubes  lined  with  concrete,  or 
of  tubes  of  indurated  fibe  vitrified  clay  or  glass,  with  the  cables  drawn  through  and 
laid  in  conformity  with  Ordinance  No.  44,  1888. 

CONDUCTORS. 

The  main  line  conductors  are  to  be  cables  containing  133  No.  13  copper  wires, 
more  or  less,  the  wires  being  protected  by  a  substantial  water-proof  insulation. 

Branch  cables  are  to  be  ©f  ample  size  to  transmit  the  required  quantity  of  cur- 
rent without  any  dangerous  increase  ot  temperature. 

INSULATION. 

In  addition  to  the  insulation  provided  in  the  manufacture  of  the  cables,  they  are 
also  to  be  insulated  from  the  conduit  boxes  by  bearings  of  baked  wood  saturated 
with  paraffine  whx.  These  bearings  are  to  be  placed  from  three  to  five  feet  apart, 
the  distance  being  so  close  as  to  prevent  the  cables  from  touching  the  conduit  boxes 
either  at  the  bottom  or  sides.  After  the  cables  are  thus  secured  in  a  central  posi- 
tion, the  conduit  boxes  are  to  be  filled  with  melted  pitch,  which  will  exclude  mois- 
ture and  air,  and  will  form  a  complete  insulatien  of  the  cables. 

CONSTRUCTION    OUTSIDE    UNDER-GROUND    LIMITS. 

In  that  portion  of  the  city  not  included  within  North,  South,  East  snd  West 
streets,  the  conducting  wires  will  be  of  copper,  protected  by  high  insulation,  and 
ahall  be  strung  on  poles  of  proper  height  and  size,  and  such  poles  shall  be  either  of 
live  white  cedar  or  iron,  and  shall  be  located  in  alleys  when  practicable.  All  work 
to  be  of  the  best  modern  and  approved  construction,  and  erected  under  the  direc-. 
ftion  of  the  City  Civil  Engineer  in  accordance  with  General  Ordinance  No.  44,  1888.

REPORTS,    ETC.,    FROM    CITY   OFFICERS. 

The  City  Attorney  submitted  the  following  report ;  which  was  read  and 
received : 

To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen : 

Gentlemen: — Since  your  last  meeting,  the  following  matters  have  been  disposed  of : 
1st.  Is  the  case  of  Catharine  Miller  vs.  City  of  Indianapolis  and  Fulmer  &  Sei- 
bert,  contractors.  This  is  the  last  of  a  series  of  cases  between  the  city  and  the  heirs 
of  Gov.  Noble,  that  in  one  way  or  another  have  occupied  the  courts  of  this  State 
for  many  years.  This  suit  was  brought  to  reclaim  what  was  known  as  Miami 
street,  a  very  valuable  street  to  the  eastern  part  of  the  city.  The  case  was  tried 
sig.  25.  [289] 
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twice  in  Hendricks  county;  the  first  trial  resulted  in  a  hung  jury,  and  the  second 
trial  in  a  verdict  for  the  city.  From  there  it  went  to  the  Supreme  Court,  and  the 
judgment  below  was  affirmed.  The  city  has  already  passed  an  ordinance  to  im- 
prove that  street,  and  this  case  has  prevented  that  improvement.  There  is  nothing 
now  to  prevent  the  city  from  going  on  and  improving  that  street  if  it  so  desires, 
according  to  the  original  contract  entered  into  between  the  city  and  Messrs.  Ful- 
mer  &  Seibert. 

In  this  case  the  Supreme  Court  affirmed  another  very  important  principal  that 
never  before  has  been  decided  in  Indiana,  and  that  is  that  the  plat-books  in  the  Re- 
corder's office  are  official  records  the  same  as  are  the  deed  records. 

2d.  Is  the  case  of  the  Citizens'  Street  Railroad  Company  vs.  The  City  and  Roney, 
Street  Commissioner,  brought  last  year  to  enjoin  the  city  from  interfering  with  the 
street  railway  on  Alabama  street.     This  case  the  plaintiffs  dismissed. 

3d.  Is  the  case  of  The  Western  Paving  and  Supply  Company  vs.  the  Citizens' 
Street  Railroad  Company,  in  which  case  the  paving  company  demanded  of  the  rail- 
road company  its  proportion  of  the  expense  of  improving  Pennsylvania  street,  be- 
tween Washington  and  Ohio  streets.  The  railroad  company  defended  on  the 
ground  that  it  never  had  accepted  the  ordinance  of  1884,  and  was  acting  under  the 
ordinance  of  1878,  which  only  required  it  to  repair  the  space  between  the  rails  and 
two  feet  to  the  outside;  and  the  court  held  this  defense  good.  The  paving  com- 
pany has  to-day  filed  an  additional  paragraph  of  complaint,  charging  that  when 
the  ordinance  of  1888  was  passed  approving  the  sale  and  transfer  of  the  old  com- 
pany to  the  present  company,  that  the  present  company  accepted  the  provisions  of 
the  1884  ordinance,  which  required  the  old  company  to  pave  and  keep  in  repair  a 
space  of  nine  feet  for  single  track  and  eighteen  for  double  track.  The  court  held 
that  if  this  paragraph  of  complaint  could  be  proven,  that  then  the  defendant  com- 
pany would  be  liable  for  street  improvements.  Of  course,  if  the  present  decision 
stands,  the  property  holders  will  be  burdened  with  all  the  improvement  in  front 
of  their  respective  properties,  and  the  city  for  the  proportion  of  the  entire  length 
occupied  by  the  crossings  of  streets  and  alleys  and  public  grounds.

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Judiciary,  to  whom  was  referred  the  petition 
of  Will.  F.  A.  Bernhamer,  asking  that  he  be  paid  the  sum  of  $400  00  due  him  as 
Councilman  from  the  Twenty-second  Ward  from  May  1881  to  December  31st,  1883, 
have  carefully  investigated  the  facts  and  the  law  bearing  on  said  case. 

We  find  that  the  petitioner  was  elected  Councilman  from  said  Ward  in  May, 
1880,  and  was  serving  as  such  in  May,  1881.  That  he  was  again  a  candidate  for 
the  same  office  in  the  last  named  month.  That  one  John  Egger  was  his  opponent. 
That  they  received  on  equal  number  of  votes,  but  that  said  Egger  was  admitted  to 
the  seat,  and  the  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  refused  to  order  a  new  election, 
as  the  law  directed.  That  Bernhamer  claimed  to  have  the  right  to  hold  the  office 
under  his  former  qualification,  until  a  new  election  should  be  called  and  held,  and 
when  ousted  by  the  action  of  the  Council,  he  immediately  commenced  his  suit  in 
the  Superior  Court  contesting  the  right  of  Mr.  Egger  to  hold  said  seat,  and  notified 
the  city  that  he  claimed  the  seat  and  the  emoluments  of  the  office.  That  the  suit 
was  continued  from  time,  and  did  not  finally  reach  trial  until  after  the  full  term  of 
two  years  and  eight  months  had  expired;  but  that  on  the  final  trial  before  the  Hon. 
Daniel  W.  Howe,  Judge  of  the  Superior  Court,  Mr.  Bernhamer's  right  to  the  office 
for  the  full  term  during  which  he  had  been  excluded,  was  established  and  adjudged. 
(See  Order  Book  of  the  Superior  Court  No.  124,  page  446.)  Said  judgment  was 
never  appealed  from,  and  now  stands  as  the  law  of  the  case. 

Under  the  facts  above  stated,  the  authorities  all  seem  to  be  to  the  effect  that  the 
petitioner  is  entitled  to  his  salary  from  the  city.  We  here  cite  only  a  few  of  the 
many  cases  so  holding:  Glascock  vs.  Lyons,  20  Ind  ,  1 ;  Douglass  vs.  The  State,  31 
Ind.,  429;  May  field  vs.  Moore,  53  111.,  428,  and  Andrews  vs.  City  of  Portland,  79 
Maine,  484.  The  Attorney  General  of  Indiana,  in  an  elaborate  opinion  in  the 
Kobertson  case,  printed  in  his  annual  report  of  1888,  pages  134  to  139,  reviews  the 
authorities  at  length,  and  comes  to  the  same  conclusion. 

The  Council  has  also  made  a  precedent  in  favor  of  the  petitioner's  claim.  See  the 
case  of  Henry  Geisel,  Proceedings  of  Council  of  1863,  page  147.  We  therefore  re- 
commend that  the  claim  be  allowed,  without  interest,  and  that  the  $400  be  placed 
in  the  next  appropriation  ordinance.

REPORTS  FROM  SELECT  COMMITTEES. 

Councilman  Woollen,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  appointed  to  inves- 
tigate certain  charges,  submitted  the  following  report;  which  was  adopted: 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,  a  Special  Committee  appointed  by  the  Council  at 
it*  meeting  held  March  3,  1890,  to  investigate  the  purchases  of  hose  and  the  rumors 
of  bribery  in  connection  therewith,  respectfully  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  met 
at  Headquarters  of  the  Fire  Department  on  the  5th  day  of  March,  and  commenced, 
said  investigation,  and  adjourned  from  time  to  time  until  the  same  was  completed. 
They  examined  many  witnesses,  all  under  oath,  and  after  duly  considering  the  evi- 
dence adduced,  do  find  as  follows,  to-wit: 

That  there  was  no  evidence  before  them  in  any  way  tending  to  implicate  the  Fire 
Committee  of  the  Council,  or  any  member  of  it,  of  bribery  or  corruption.  That  the 
testimony  touching  the  attempted  bribery  of  the  Fire  Chief,  was  so  conflicting  that 
your  Committee  is  unable  to  come  to  any  definite  conclusion  upon  it.  That  since 
Chief  Dougherty  has  been  at  the  head  of  the  Fire  Department,  he  has  bought  1000 
feet  of  Eurek-i  hose,  to-wit:  at  one  time  300  feet;  at  another  time  300  feet,  and  at 
another  time  400  feet — aggregating  1000  feet  as  aforesaid.  That  said  purchases 
were  made  without  asking  for  bids,  and  at  90  cents  per  foot.  That  he  had  personl 
ally  made  application  to  the  Council  for  permission  to  purchase  2000  feet  of  Eureka 
hose,  which  was  favorably  acted  upon  by  the  Council,  but  was  tied  up  the  the  Board 
of  Aldermen.  That  the  only  guarantee  he  has  for  the  hose  purchase,  is  one  for 
three  years  for  a  blank  number  of  feet,  which  is  attached  to  a  proposition  to  sel- 
blank  number  of  feet  of  hose  to  the  city.  That  the  present  Fire  Committee,  at  its 
first  meeting,  determined  that  in  future  hose  should  be  bought  on  bids,  and  in- 
structed the  Fire  Chief  to  ask  for  bids.  That  in  pursuance  of  these  instructions, 
Chief  Dougherty  did  write  to  different  manufacturers  asking  for  bids.  That  the 
Fire  Committee  was  to  meet  on  the  31st  day  of  January,  and  Councilmen  Olsen 
and  Cooper  did  so  me»  t,  but  that  Councilman  Jtticklin  was  absent.  The  testimony 
given  your  Committee  as  to  the  number  of  bids  shown  the  committeemen  present, 
is  conflicting.  One  witness  testified  that  there  was  but  one  bid;  another  that  there 
were  three,  and  another  that  there  were  five — which  he  afterwards  corrected  to  four. 
No  bid  was  opened  at  this  meeting  on  account  of  the  absence  of  Mr.  Hicklin,  the 
Chairman  of  the  Fire  Committee. 

That  on  the  17th  day  of  February,  1890,  Messrs.  Hicklin  and  Olsen  signed  a  con- 
tract with  the  Agent  of  the  Bakei^  Fabric  Hose  Company  for  the  purchase  of  2000 
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feet  of  said  hose,  at  90  cents  per  foot,  with  2  per  cent,  off,  if  paid  for  in  sixty  days, 
with  a  guarantee  of  48  months,  to  be  made  good  by  a  resident  bondsman.  That  at 
the  time  this  contract  was  signed,  it  was  understood  and  agreed  between  said  Coun- 
<?ilmen  and  said  Agent,  ti  at  the  contract  was  not  to  be  binding  until  approved  by 
the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen.  It  was  also  in  evidence  that  at  the 
time  Councilman  Hicklin  signed  this  contract,  he  did  not  know  that  there  were 
bids  for  the  sale  of  hose  filed  with  the  Fire  Chief.  That  there  has  bpen  a  section 
of  Baker  Fabric  Hose  in  use  in  the  Fire  Department  since  May  26,  1886.  That  it 
has  been  in  regular  use  from  then  till  now;  that  it  has  been  used  in  its  turn  at  the 
plug,  where  the  pressure  is  strongest;  that  it  bursted  once  at  a  place  where  it  was 
supposed  to  have  been  injured  by  the  cork  of  a  hose-shoe,  and  three  feet  of  it  was 
cut  off  and  the  coupling  set  back. 

It  was  in  evidence  before  your  Committee  that  a  good  deal  of  hose  had  been 
burned  since  Chief  Dougherty  came  into  office,  and  that  some  had  been  sold,  and 
some  was  in  the  repair  shop.     All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Gentlemen: — The  Board  of  Health  is  sorely  in  need  of  more  help.     We  have  but 
one  sanitary  officer,  whose  time  is  wholly  taken  up  with  attending  to  the  sick  lists. 
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This  makes  it  perfectly  impossible  for  us  to  inspect  milk,  to  visit  premises,  to  make 
sanitary  surveys,  or,  in  a  word,  to  attend  to  a  very  great  amount  of  sanitary  work 
which  is  sadly  needed.  In  addition  to  another  sanitary  officer,  we  should  have  a 
horse  and  stout  wagon.  This,  too,  is  imperative;  for  our  city  covers  such  an  enor- 
mous area  that  it  is  frequently  impossible  to  in  one  day  post  all  the  flags,  and  make 
all  the  visits  made  necessary  by  contagious  diseases.  Two  men  on  foot  would  be 
unequal  to  the  task  of  all  the  work  we  should  do.  We  pray  you  give  this  matter 
favorable  attention.

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,  owners  of  real  estate  and  lots  fronting  on  New- 
man, Windsor  and  Sterling  streets,  between  Clifford  avenue  and  Stoughton  street,, 
in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  Marion  county,  Ind.,  respectfully  inform  you  that  it  is 
their  desire,  when  said  Newman,  Windsor  and  Sterling  streets,  between  said  Clif- 
ford avenue  and  Stoughton  street  are  graded  and  improved  by  said  city,  that  they 
be  graded  and  improved  so  as  to  conform  to  the  natural  drainage  of  the  land  lying 
between  said  Clifford  avenue  and  Stoughton  street. 

We  respectfully  inform  and  call  the  attention  of  the  City  Civil  Engineer  to  the 
fact  that  said  Jand  was  platted  and  laid  out  into  lots,  as  to  location  of  alley  running 
through  the  same  from  east  to  west,  so  that  said  alley  follows  the  course  of  the  nat- 
ural drainage  of  said  land,  being  an  alley  fifteen  (15;  feet  in  width,  and  that  during 
heavy  rains  quite  a  large  volume  of  water  runs  along  the  line  of  said  alley.  That 
Mr.  Fletcher,  the  owner  of  said  land  before  the  same  was  platted  and  laid  out  into 
lots,  had  an  under-ground  sewer  or  drain-pipe  laid  along  the  line  of  said  alley  as 
afterwards  laid  out  and  platted  as  aforesaid,  serving  as  a  drainage  in  part  of  said 
land  into  its  natural  drainage  receptacle,  Pogue's  Run. 

To  grade  and  improve  said  Newman,  Windsor  and  Sterling  streets,  running 
north  and  south  across  said  land,  as  indicated  by  profiles  of  record  in  the  office  of 
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said  City  Civil  Engineer,  so  as  to  carry  or  conduct  the  water  from  the  slope  or  hill- 
side on  the  north  side  of  said  land  across  the  depression  and  valley  to  the  slope  or 
hillside  on  the  south,  and  have  the  same  discharged  into  said  Clifford  avenue,  would 
be  of  great  damage,  and  unnecessary  expense  to  the  property  holders  on  said  New- 
man, Windsor  and  Sterling  streets,  as  they  believe,  and  would  likely  be  of  constant 
expense,  both  to  the.  city  and  said  property  holders,  by  reason  of  water  breaking 
over  the  gutters  and  sidewalks  on  either  side  of  said  streets,  and  washing  away  the 
same,  in  becoming  filled  up  and  seeking  its  natural  drainage-channel  below,  being 
higher  in  the  center  of  said  valley  and  said  alley  and  natural  drainage  course  by 
some  five  feet  than  the  ground  on  either  side.  That  to  grade  and  improve  said 
streets  so  as  to  carry  the  water  into  Clifford  avenue,  would  mar  the  natural  beauty 
of  said  addition  to  said  city,  and  would  block  up  and  destroy  the  use  of  said  fifteen 
foot  alley  running  east  and  west,  so  as  to  make  it  entirely  useless  as  an  alley,  by 
reason  of  said  five  foot  fill  that  would  be  made  across  the  same.  That  to  so  grade 
and  improve  said  streets  so  as  to  carry  the  water  into  Clifford  avenue,  would  be  of 
great  damage  to  said  avenue  from  said  Sterling  street  west  to  Pogue's  Run,  by 
reason  of  the  largely  increased  amount  of  water  that  will  be  discharged  into  the 
same  during  heavy  rains  and  wet  weather — said  Clifford  avenue  between  said  points 
now  during  heavy  rains  or  wet  weather  being  flooded,  rendeied  bad  and  muddy,  and 
washed  out  in  places,  and  at  times  rendered  almost  impassable  to  cross  and  travel. 

Much  more  might  be  said  against  the  propriety  and  expediency  of  grading  and 
improving  said  streets  so  as  to  carry  the  water  into  said  Clifford  avenue,  and  in 
favor  and  the  expediency  of  having  said  grading  and  improvement  made  so  as  to 
conform  to  the  natural  drainage  of  said  land  as  aforesaid- but  we  deem  what  has 
been  above  set  forth  amply  sufficient.     All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  proposed  opening  and  extension  was  further  considered,  and  we  found  that 
the  following  owners  of  real  estete  and  mortgagees  were  interested;  and  the  Clerk 
was  directed  to  have  the  proper  officer  notify  said  parties  to  meet  the  City  Commis- 
sioners on  Thursday,  December  26,  1889,  at  10  o'clock,  A.  m.,  to  hear  evidence  in 
the  matter  above  set  forth  and  for  its  further  consideration.  Which  said  notice, 
containing  the  list  of  interested  parties  and  directed  to  the  City  Clerk,  all  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  proper  return  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Metropolitan  Police 
Force  endorsed  thereon,  is  in  words  and  figures  as  follows:     [Here  insert.] 

That  me  met  on  Thursday,  December  26,  1889,  at  10  o'clock,  a  m.,  in  Room  4, 
City  Clerk's  office,  pursuant  to  adjournment  and  said  notice  last  above  named. 

Joseph  Budwitskey,  of  the  petitioners,  asked  that  his  name  be  stricken  from  the 
petition,  as  he  had  signed  it  under  misapprehension  of  its  true  intent.

The  City  Attorney  submitted  the  following  report ;  which  was  read  and 
received : 

To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen : 

Gentlemen: — The  nndersigned  reports  that  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council, 
the  case  of  W.  W.  Herod  vs.  The  City  and  The  Indianapolis  Union  Railway  Com- 
pany, has  resulted  in  a  decree  in  favor  of  the  city  and  said  railway  company. 

This  was  a  suit  brought  for  a  writ  of  injunction  to  prevent  the  city  and  said  rail- 
road company  from  closing  Meridian  street.  General  Ordinance  No.  36,  1886, 
provided  for  the  vacation  of  210  feet  of  Meridian  street  at  the  crossing  of  the  Onion 
Railway  tracks  ;  said  vacation  was  for  Union  Railway  purposes.  Mr.  Herod  owned 
ground  some  400  feet  south  of  this  vacated  strip,  and  the  court  held  that  he  having 
another  means  of  access  to  his  property  than  said  Meridian  street,  had  no  right  of 
action,  and  a  decree  was  entered  in  favor  of  the  city  and  said  company. 
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This  case  is  a  settlement  of  the  entire  question  respecting  Meridian  street,  as  there 
is  no  property  holder  on  Meridian  street  who  owns  any  property  abutting  upon 
that  part  of  Meridian  street  so  vacated.  The  attorneys  for  the  plaintiff  have  prayed 
for  an  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court,  but  I  am  confident  the  judgment  below  will 
be  affirmed.  There  is  nothing  now  that  stands  in  the  way  of  the  Union  Kailway 
Company  building  the  viaduct  provided  for  in  said  ordinance  on  the  alley  east  of 
Meridian  street.  I  am  pressing  the  other  suit  to  compel  the  building  of  such  via- 
duct. This  210  feet  so  vacated  was  vacated  so  that  said  company  could  occupy  the 
same  with  an  increased  number  of  tracks,  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  more  con- 
venient access  to  the  new  Union  Passenger  Station;  but,  as  a  condition  precedent 
to  such  use  and  occupancy,  it  should  build  the  said  viaduct,  and  the  present  attitude 
of  the  said  company  in  refusing  to  build  said  viaduct,  and  yet  occupying  said  part 
of  Meridian  street  with  seven  additional  tracks,  is  not  only  contrary  to  the  spirit 
of  said  ordinance,  but  the  letter  thereof. 

Second — The  Consumers'  Gas  Trust  Company  this  day  paid  me  and  I  paid  into 
the  city  treasury  $1,272.12,  in  full  of  the  city's  claim  against  said  company  on  ac- 
count of  work  done  by  the  city  on  the  trenches  of  said  company.  This  is  the  full 
amount  charged  against  said  company  on  the  books  of  the  Street  Commissioner, 
Upon  its  payment  I  dismissed  the  case  in  the  Circuit  Court  against  said  company, 
and  said  company  paid  the  costs  of  such  suit.  I  was  enabled  to  enforce  this  pay- 
ment by  filing  with  said  complaint  as  exhibits,  the  pay- rolls  of  the  Street  Commis- 
sioner, which  showed  not  only  the  exact  amount  charged  for  work  done  on  each 
street,  but  also  the  names  of  the  men  with  the  number  of  hours  each  worked,  and 
the  price  per  day  paid  by  the  city.  He  has  kept  the  account  against  the  gas  com- 
panies entirely  separate  and  distinct  from  the  general  city  work,  so  that  in  case  of 
litigation  the  city  would  have  little  trouble  to  establish  its  claim.  1  recommend 
that  this  practice  be  hereafter  followed  in  all  cases  where  the  city  does  work  for 
any  corporation  or  person.

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An  Address  to  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  Indianapolis,  from 
the  Central  Labor  Union,  a  body  composed  of  delegates  representing  the  Various 
Unions  of  Organized  Labor  ef  this  city: 

To  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis: 

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,  a  committee  appointed  by  the  Central  Labor 
Union,  and  -whose  instructions  were  to  act  on  behalf  of  that  organization  in  the 
preparation  and  presentation  of  an  address  to  your  honorable  bodies,  together 
with  an  expression  of  disapproval  of  the  passage  of  an  ordinance,  granting  certaig 
valuable  privileges  to  the  Citizens'  Street  Railway,  which  are  specified  hereinafter, 
offer  the  following  for  your  consideration,  as  indicative  of  the  opinion  of  Organ- 
ized Labor  of  this  city  on  this  subject : 

1st.  "We  believe  it  would  be  an  invasion  of  the  rights  of  our  citizens  and  the 
coming  generation,  no  less  than  criminal  to  vote  away  the  franchise  of  the  streets 
of  our  city  to  the  alien  corporation,  who  now  have  posession  of  every  thorough- 
fare within  its  boundaries,  and  whose  present  franchise  holds  good  until  1900, 
something  more  than  ten  years  yet,  and,  especially,  would  we  consider  it  wrong 
and  unjust  to  the  farthest  degree  to  enact  such  an  ordinance  on  the  terms  and  for 
the  length  of  time  recently  recommended  by  a  committee  representing  the  Com- 
mercial Club  of  this  city. 

The  extension  of  the  present  franchise  of  the  above  named  corporation  until  the 
year  1926,  or  in  all,  more  than  3G  years,  on  a  mere  verbal  agreement  to  substitute 
rapid  transit  on  all  its  lines,  for  it  present  mule  service,  together  with  the  best  and 
latest  appliances,  as  the  committee  named  recommends,  we  deem  would  be  ex- 
tremely foolish  and  unjust,  and  once  accomplished,  would  render  the  city  and  her 
people  subject  to  the  whim  and  caprice  of  as  conscienceless  a  monopoly  as  ever 
existed. 

2d.  It  is  hardly  worth  while  to  call  attention  to  recent  doings  of  this  company, 
that  has  time  and  again  disregarded  the  mandates  of  your  body,  and  trampled  on 
the  rights  and  privileges  of  all  with  whom  it  came  into  contact,  at  least,  if  they  in 
anv  way  conflicted  with  the  desires  of  the  assumed  owners  of  our  streets. 

The  continued  inflction  of  bob-tailed  cars,  pulled  by  jack-rabbit  mules,  over 
tracks  in  many  sections  of  the  system,  so  rough  as  to  preclude  the  possibility  of 
reading  ordinary  print,  with  any  degree  of  satisfaction,  and  in  response  to  your 
command,  to  live  up  to  the  terms  of  its  ordinance,  the  same  declared  to  be  manda- 
tory by  the  courts,  endeavors  to  avoid  its  plain  duty  and  obligations  by  filing  a 
statement  that  the  present  style  of  cars  and  appliances,  together  with  its  general 
service  is  patterned  after  that  existing  in  other  cities,  exhibits  gall  simply  sublime 
and  incomprehensible. 

We  could  also  mention  the  refusal  of  this  company  to  pay  its  just  share  of  street 
paving,  after  giving,  at  different  times,  verbal  agreements  on  promises  to  do  so 
whenever  called  upon,  and  many  other  arbitrary  actions  unnecessary  to  recite. 

3d.  Believing  the  higher  oourt  of  the  State  will  revsrse  the  decision  lately 
handed  down  by  Judge  Howland,  absolving  this  corporation  from  paying  any  part 
of  the  expense  of  paving  along  and  between  its  tracks,  and  in  the  event  of  a  fail- 
ure to  do  so,  that  the  Legislature  has  the  power  to  compel  such  payment,  and  be- 
lieving the  spirit  of  the  age  is  against  the  granting  of  longtime  franchises,  we  feel 
that  you  will  best  subseve  the  interests  of  the  city  and  her  people  by  holding  in 
abeyance  the  consideration  of  any  street  railway  ordinance  that  may  be  pre- 
sented to  your  body. 

"Within  the  time  over  which  the  franchise  under  which  this  company  operates, 
extends,  the  spirit  of  the  age  will  have  time  to  assert  itself,  we,  therefore,  solemnly 
protest  against  the  passage  of  any  measures  calculated  to  forestall  or  hamper  it. 

4th.  In  conclusion,  we  wish  to  express  the  opinion  that  the  time  is  rapidly  ap- 
proaching when  the  street  car  fare  can  and  must  be  reduced,  without  detriment  to 
the  service  and  with  material  benefit  to  the  masses,  and  particularly  so  to  the 
great  body  of  wage  earners,  who  under  our  present  system  are  compelled  to  seek 
remote  quarters  of  the  city,  in  order  to  enjoy  a  healthful  breathing  space,  unless 
they  will  submit  to  be  penned  up  in  crowded  and  miserable  tenement  quarters, 
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away  from  the  sunlight  and  verdure  of  the  fields  and  common  that  surround  the 
city  on  all  sides,  and  are  thus  peculiarly  subjected  to  continuous  and  burdensome 
sacrifices  in  the  surrender  of  a  large  percentage  of  their  daily  earnings,  to  enable 
them  to  reach  their  places  of  employment,  all  of  which  goes  tto  swell  the  profits 
reaped  by  the  absent  and  alien  millionaires,  whose  only  interets  in  our  city  lie  in 
their  ability  to  maintain  a  monopoly  of  our  streets,  and  through  this  power  to  ex- 
tract from  the  people,  a  considerable  portion  of  the  results  of  their  industry,  with- 
out anything  bordering  on  a  fair  return  for  the  privileges  thus  enjoyed.  In  many 
other  cities,  notably  St.  Louis,  where  active  competition  exists,  cheaper  car  fare  is 
a  realty,  even  for  adults,  and  children  twelve  yeare  of  age  and  under  at  half  price. 
The  companies  provide  tickets  to  its  patrons  at  a  fraction  over  four  cents  each,  or 
six  tickets  for  twenty- five  cents,  and  ten  half  fare  tickets  for  children  for  the  same 
amount.  These  tickets  also  serve  as  a  medium  for  exchange  within  the  limits  of 
the  city  and  her  suburbs.

Gentlemen: — I  have  prepared  and  submit  herewith  an  ordinance  regulating  the 
granting  of  permits  and  the  erection  of  buildings  within  the  city  limits.  The 
Statute  provides  that  the  Board  of  Public  Improvements  shall  grant  permits.  An 
ordinance  now  in  force  imposes  this  duty  on  the  City  Clerk,  which,  in  my  judg- 
ment, is  illegal ;  therefore,  I  have  provided  substantially  that  the  Board  of  Public 
Improvements  shall  grant,  and  the  City  Clerk  issue  and  keep  a  register  of  building 
permits.  I  have  requested  the  Indianapolis  Chapter  of  American  Institute  of 
Architects  to  prepare  specifications  for  buildings,  and  this  ordinance  is  substan- 
tially those  specifications,  copies  of  which  I  leave  ©n  your  desks. 

2d.  With  reference  to  the  motion  referred  to  me  instructing  the  Street  Com- 
missioner to  take  up  the  old  street  car  track  on  Madison  avenue  and  Delaware 
street,  I  recommend  that  the  same  be  adopted,  as  such  track  is  a  piece  of  broken 
track  without  connection  with  any  other  line  at  either  end  of  such  track.

Meridian  street  was  settled  by  the  Supreme  Court,  to  which  an  appeal  has  been 
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taken  by  the  property  owners  on  Meridian  street,  but  if  Meridian  street  can  not 
be  closed,  a  viaduct  between  Meridian  and  Pennsylvania  street  wo^ild  be  worthless. 

If  the  city  will  select  some  other  street,  Pennsylvania,  Delaware  or  Virginia 
avenue,  in  lieu  of  Meridian  street  site,  we  will  willingly  put  the  viaduct  there,  as 
soon  as  the  damage  can  be  settled. 

The  Railroad  Company  has  not  been  sitting  idly  by,  while  the  city  has  been  pass- 
ing resolutions,  but,  on  the  contrary,  it  has  been,  and  is  now,  working  on  a  plan, 
which,  if  successful,  will  be  of  more  general  benefit  to  the  city  than  this  viaduct 
can  possibly  be.

Dear  Sir: — 1  have  your  lettor  of  to-day,  incorporating  the  following  questions  re- 
specting the  election  of  members  or  the  School  Board; 

1st.  "Is  said  election  to  be  held  under  the  old  law  or  under  the  law  passed  by 
the  last  Legislature,  known  as  the  Australian  system?" 

2d.  "If  you  think  it  should  be  held  under  the  new  law,  what  are  the  duties  of 
the  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  or  city  officers  ought  or  can  perform  ?  " 

I  have  carefully  examined  the  election  law  of  1889,  as  well  as  all  the  acts  relating 
to  the  election  of  members  of  the  School  Board  for  this  city,  and  am  of  the  opinion 
that  the  approaching  eh  ction  of  members  of  the  City  School  Board  will  not  be 
governed  by  the  Act  of  1889. 

This  answer  given  to  your  first  question,  practically  answers  your  second  ques- 
tion, except  to  say  that  the  Common  Council  and  Board  or  Aldermen  must  appoint 
three  qualified  voters  in  each  School  District  in  which  an  election  is  to  be  held,  one 
to  act  as  Inspector  and  two  as  Judges  of  the  election,  all  of  whom  shall  have  been 
freeholders  and  resident  householders  in  their  respective  School  Districts  for  at 
least  one  year  prior  to  the  date  of  said  election.

REPORTS,    ETC.,  FROM    CITY   OFFICERS. 

The  City  Attorney  submitted  the  following  report ;  which  was  read  and 
received : 

To  the  Mayor  and  Common  Council : 

Gentlemen:— In  obedience  to  your  instructions,  I  submit  the  following  opinion 
upon  this  question : 

"Can  cities  compel  railroad  companies,  who  obstruct  thoroughfares  by  their 
tracks,  to  build  viaducts,  or  erect  other  suitable  structures  which  will  both  protect 
life  and  facilitate  travel,  the  entire  cost  of  these  structures  to  be  erected  at  the  cost 
of  said  railroad  companies?  " 

A  proper  answer  to  this  question  can  only  be  made  with  reference  to  the  facts 

connected  with  any  particular  crossing.      Every  railroad  track  is  more  or  less  an 

obstruction,  but  that  would  not  justify  a  court  in  ordering  the  construction  of  a 

viaduct  at  such  crossing.      But  I  presume  that  the  question  refers  to  the  Virginia 

sig.  42.  [  507  ] 
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avenue  crossing;  if  it  does,  my  answer  is  as  follows :  Virginia  avenue  was  a  public 
street  of  the  city  long  before  any  railroad  track  crossed  it,  and  it  was  a  street  of  the 
town  of  Indianapolis  still  prior  to  that  time. 

The  ordinance  of  April  1,  1850,  permitting  the  laying  of  a  single  union  railroad 
track  across  Virginia  avenue,  provided  that  said  company  should  protect  its  rails 
at  such  crossing  M  by  planking  or  otherwise,  so  as  to  offer  no  obstruction  to  the 
travel  or  convenience  of  the  citizens." 

Again,  by  the  ordinance  of  February  28, 1873,  when  a  second  track  was  authori- 
zed to  be  laid  across  Virginia  avenue,  it  was  provided  that  said  company  should 
"make  and  construct  a  secure,  safe  and  proper  crossing  at  all  points  where  any 
track  or  tracks,  by  it  owned  or  controlled,  shall  cross  or  intersect  any  street  or  al- 
ley, and  to  keep  and  maintain  the  same,  at  all  times,  in  good,  proper  and  suitable 
repair,  said  crossings  to  be  so  constructed  and  maintained  by  said  company  that  the 
same  shall  afiord  citizens  and  travelers  safe,  convenient  and  comfortable  passage 
across  said  track  or  tracks."  j 

Section  six  (6)  of  said  ordinance  further  provided  that  "said  railroad  company 
shall  provide,  maintain  and  construct  all  drains,  culverts,  sewers  and  bridges  which 
the  laying  down  and  maintaining  of  its  tracks,  now  or  hereafter,  may  render  ne- 
cessary or  proper;  and  these  it  shall,  at  all  times,  keep  and  maintain  in  good  and 
proper  condition  and  repair  and  o;  suitable  and  adequate  character  and  dimensions." 
In  the  ordinance  permitting  the  Lawrenceburgh  &  Upper  Mississippi  Kailroad 
Company  to  lay  its  tracks  on  Louisiana  street,  it  is  provided  that  "  said  company 
shall  lay  its  track  in  such  a  manner  that  it  shall  be  as  little  obstruction  as  possible 
to  the  use  of  said  street  for  the  passage  of  wagons  and  vehicles." 

Clause  five  (5)  Section  13  of  the  Kailroad  Act  of  1853,  provides  that  a  railroad 
corporation  may  construct  its  road  upon  or  across  any  road  or  highway  "so  as  not 
to  interfere  with  the  free  use  of  the  same,  which  the  route  of  said  road  shall  inter- 
sect, in  such  a  manner  as  to  afford  security  for  life  and  property;  but  the  corpo- 
ration shall  restore  the  road  or  highway  thus  intersected  to  its  former  state,  or  in  a 
sufficient  manner  not  to  unnecessarily  impair  it  or  injure  its  franchises." 

As  to  whether  or  not  the  railroad  tracks  across  Virginia  avenue  do  interfere 
with  the  free  use  of  the  same,  is  a  question  of  fact  which,  I  have  no  doubt,  would  be 
decided  in  the  affirmative.  Our  Supreme  Court  have  construed  the  Section  of  the 
Statute  above  quoted,  and  have  declared  it  to  be  mandatorv.  (Cummings,  etc.,  vs. 
E.  &  T.  H.  Railway  Co.  115  Ind.,  417;  E.  &  T.  H.  Railway  Co.  vs..Crist,  116  Ind., 
454.)  The  obligation  imposed  upon  railroad  companies  by  said  Act  to  maintain 
their  tracks  eo  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  free  use  of  the  street,  is  a  continuing  ob- 
ligation. 

The  tracks  across  Virginia  avenue  might  have  not  been  originally  any  serious 
obstruction  to  public  travel,  but  the  increase  in  population  south  of  the  tracks,  with 
the  great  number  of  vehicles  crossing  the  same,  coupled  with  the  passing  of  trains 
in  quick  succession,  now  demands  something  else  than  a  grade  crossing. 

This  question  has  lately  been  presented  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  Minnesota,  and 
has  been  decided  in  favor  of  the  city  in  the  cases  of  City  of  Minneapolis  vs.  St.  Paul 
etc.  R.  R.  Co.,  28  N.  E.  Rep.  3;  State  vs.  M.  &  St.  L.  Railway  Co.,  39  Minn.,  219. 
The  facts  presented  in  these  cases  were  almost  exactly  parallel  with  the  facts  as 
they  exist  on  Virginia  avenue.  In  the  first  case  cited,  the  court  holds  that  it  is  the 
duty  of  the  railroad  company,  at  all  times  and  under  all  circumstances,  t®  keep  the 
streets,  where  intercepted  by  railroad  tracks,  in  such  a  condition  as  not  to  interfere 
with  the  free  and  proper  use  thereof.  The  court  says:  "  If  this  can  not  be  done 
with  a  surface  crossing,  the  company  must  do  it  either  by  carrying  their  tracks 
under  or  over  the  highway,  or  the  highway  under  or  over  their  tracks;  and  the 
duty  of  thus  restoring  or  preserving  the  free  use  of  the  street,  includes  the  doing  of 
whatever  is  needed  to  accomplish  the  required  end  which  is  rendered  necessary  to 
be  done  by  reason  of  the  presence  of  the  railroad  in  the  street.  And  extends  to  the 
building  of  a  viaduct  or  bridge  over  the  tracks,  or  a  tunnel  under  the  tracks,  as 
the  case  might  be ;  "  not  only  that,  but  the  court  further  holds  that  this  duty  requires 
the  company  to  not  only  construct  the  work,  and  the  whole  of  it,  but  includes  the 
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abutments  and  approaches  as  well  as  the  bridge,  and  says,  "lateral  embankments  or 
excavations  necessary  as  approaches  to  a  bridge  or  viaduct,  to  carry  the  street  under 
or  over  a  railway,  is  as  much  a  part  of  the  work  required  to  be  done  by  the  com- 
pany, as  the  approach  or  viaduct  itself;  without  the  approaches,  the  mere  passage 
way  under  the  tracks  would  be  useless;  the  one  is  as  necessary  to  furnish  an  unter- 
rupted  thoroughfare  as  the  other.  The  necessity  for  each  is  alike  created  by  the 
construction  of  the  railroad  upon  the  street.  The  public  derives  no  benefit  from 
either  which  they  did  not  enjoy  before  the  railroad  was  built." 

The  court  further  says :  "  There  is  no  foundation  in  law  or  reason  for  dividing 
the  expense  between  the  company  and  the  city;  if  a  company  is  bound  to  build  a 
viaduct  under  its  tracks,  it  is  equally  bound  to  build  the  necessary  approaches."  -;* 

These  and  a  large  number  of  other  authorities  I  have  collected,  fully  sustain  the 
views  above  cited;  and  after  a  careful  comparison  of  our  Statutes  and  ordinances 
with  the  Statutes  and  ordinances  of  the  various  States  whose  courts  of  last  resort 
have  passed  upon  this  question,  I  am  decidedly  of  the  opinion  that  the  city,  by 
mandamus  proceedings,  can  compel  the  railroad  companies  to  construct,  at  their 
own  expense,  across  their  tracks  at  Virginia  avenue,  a  viaduct,  including  the  ap- 
proaches thereto.  This  viaduct,  owing  to  the  presence  of  Pogue's  Run  immediately 
adjacent  to  said  tracks,  would  necessarily  be  an  over-head  way,  provided  the  rail- 
road companies  did  not  choose  to  elevate  their  tracks  across  said  avenue.  It  is  al- 
ways a  matter  for  the  court'  to  determine,  and  not  the  Council  or  railway  company, 
as  to  whether  the  facts  in  each  particular  case  require  the  building  of  an  over-head 
viaduct  or  of  a  way  under  the  tracks.  Respectfully  submitted,

INTRODUCTION   OF   MISCELLANEOUS    BUSINESS.

Wherers,'  Joseph  T.  Magner,  a  former  clerk  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and 
ex-official  secretary  of  this  Board,  has  been  removed  from  earthly  scenes  by  death, 
we  deem  it  fitting  and  proper  to  adopt  the  following  memorial  and  resolutions  in 
commemoration  of  his  life  and  services. 

Joseph  T.  Magner  was  born  in  Lawrence  county,  Indiana,  January  11,  1847. 
At  the  age  of  15  he  enlisted  as  a  soldier  in  the  13th  Illinois  Cavalry,  and  served  his 
country  with  credit  and  bravery  until  the  close  of  the  war  in  1865.  In  the  year 
1873  he  removed  to  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  where  he  continued  to  reside  until  the 
day  of  his  death.  In  May,  1879,  he  was  elected  clerk  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
for  the  term  of  two  years,  and  in  1881  was  re-elected  for  a  second  term.  During 
his  entire  term  he  served  the  city  honestly  and  faithfully  and  with  great  credit  to 
himself.  He  was  an  honest  man  and  upright  citizen  and  efficient  and  faithful 
office*.  He  departed  this  life  on  the  31st  day  of  May,  1890,  at  his  late  residence  in 
this  city. 

Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Alderman  and  Common  Council  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
that  in  the  death  of  Mr.  Wagner,  the  city  has  lost  an  upright  and  worthy  citizen, 
whose  eqample,  in  both  private  and  official  life  was  worthy  of  imitation,  and  that 
in  honor  of  his  memory  this  memorial  and  resolution  be  entered  at  length  upon  the 
records  of  this  Board,  and  that  a  copy  of  the  same  be  furnished  to  the  family  of 
the  deceased.

The  following  message  was  read  and  received : 

To  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  Common  Council: 

Gentlemen: — I  submit  herewith  for  your  consideration,  the  following  papers,  favor- 
ably passed  upon  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  at  its  regular  session  held  June  9, 1890. 
I  submit  the  same  for  y  ur  consideration. 

For  the  Board  of  Aldermen :  S.  V.  Pekrott,  Clerk. 

The  following  resolution  was  read : 

"Whereas,  Joseph  T.  Magner,  a  former  Clerk  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  and 
ex  officio  Secretary  of  this  Board,  has  been  removed  from  earthly  scenes  by  death, 
we  deem  it  fitting  and  proper  to  adopt  the  following  memorial  and  resolution  in 
commemoration  of  his  life  and  services: 

Joseph  T.  Magner  was  born  in  Lawrence  county,  Indiana,  January  11, 1847.  At 
the  age  of  fifteen  he  enlisted  as  a  soldier  in  the  13th  Illinois  Cavalry,  and  served  his 
country  with  credit  and  bravery  until  the  close  of  the  war  in  1865.  In  the  year  1873 
he  removed  to  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  where  he  continued  to  reside  until  the  day 
of  his  death.  In  May,  1879,  he  was  elected  Clerk  of  the  City  of  Indianopolis,  for 
the  term  of  two  years,  and  in  1881  was  re-elected  for  a  second  terra.  During  his  en- 
tire term  he  served  the  city  honestly  and  faithfully,  and  with  great  credit  to  himself. 
He  was  an  honest  man  and  upright  citizen,  and  efficient  and  faithful  officer.  He 
departed  this  life  on  the  31st  day  of  May,  1890,  at  his  late  residence  in  this  city. 

Resolved  by  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
That  in  the  death  of  Mr.  Magner,  the  city  has  lost  an  upright  and  worthy  citizen, 
whose  example,  in  both  private  and  official  life,  was  worthy  of  imitation,  and  that 
in  honor  of  his  memory  this  memorial  and  resolution  be  entered  at  length  upon 
the  records  of  this  Baord,  and  that  a  copy  of  the  same  be  furnished  to  the  family 
of  the  deceased.

That  the  Superintendent  of  the  Metropolitan  Police  be,  and  he  is  hereby  requested 
to  strictly  enforce  Sec.  64  of  the  Streets  and  Alleys  Ordinance,  (see  p.  413,  Statutes 
and  Ordinances  of  1883),  which  makes  it  unlawful  for  any  person  in  charge  of  a 
sprinkler-cart  to  allow  any  discharge  of  water  on  any  cross-walk  or  street-crossing.

right  to  pay  his  or  their  assessment  or  respective  assessments  in  installments,  they 
will  not  make  any  objection  to  the  illegality  or  irregu  arity  as  to  their  respective 
assessments,  and  will  pay  the  same,  when  due,  with  interest  thereon,  not  exceeding 
six  per  cent,  as  shall,  by  ordinance  or  resolution  of  the  Common  Council  and 
Board  of  Aldermen,  be  prescribed  and  required. 

The  said  assessments,  together  with  interest  thereon,  shall,  from  the  date  of  the 
approval  of  this  estimate  be  a  lien  upon  the  several  lots  and  parcels  of  ground 
against  which  they  are  assessed  respectively  to  the  same  extent  that  taxes  ar6  a 
lien  upon  such  property;  and  the  said  assessments,  when  placed  upon  the  city  tax 
duplicate,  shall  be  collected  in  the  same  way  that  city  taxes  are  collected;  all  said 
assessment*  not  so  extended  upon  'he  city  tax  duplicate,  pursuant  to  the  above  pro- 
viso, shall  be  at  once  due  and  payable  and  shall  be  collected  by  precept  and  sale, 
as  now  provided  by  law. 

The  proceeds  from  such  assessments  as  are  so  placed  on  the  city  tax  duplicate, 
shall  constitute  a  special  fund  to  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  costs  of  said  im- 
provement, and  of  the  bonds  and  certificates  to  be  issued  therefore,  and  for  no 
other  purpose.

To  the  Mayor,  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen: 

Gentlemen: — The  following  matters  in  my  department  have  been  disposed  of: 
First.  The  suit  of  the  Indianapolis  Cable  Street  Railway  Company  vs.  City  of 
Indianapolis,  in  which  suit  said  Cable  Company  attempted  to  enjoin  the  City  and 
Street  Commissioner  from  interfering  with  said  Company  in  laying  street  car 
tracks  on  Tennessee  street  north  of  Indiana  avenue,  has  been  dismissed.  This  case 
was  intended  to  have  been  a  test  case  between  the  City  and  said  Company  as  to 
the  rights  of  said  Company  to  operate  a  railroad  of  any  kind,  either  cable  or  electric, 
upon  any  of'the  streets  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  When  they  began  operating 
on  north  Tennessee  street  I  advised  the  Street  Commissioner  to  stop  them,  as  I  did 
on  east  Michigan  street,  north  Meridian  street  and  Madison  avenue,  for  the  reason 
that  said  Company  was  laying  an  entirely  different  kind  of  line  from  that  permitted 
under  its  ordinance.  My  action  in  this  matter  was  approved  by  the  Supreme  Court 
in  the  late  case  of  Indianapolis  Cable  Street  Railway  Company  vs.  Citizens'  Street 
Railway  Company.

dinance of  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  entith-d:  "An  ordinance  approving  the  sale 
and  transfer  to  the  Citizens'  Street  Railroad  Company,  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana, 
its  successors  and  assigns,  of  all  the  property,  rights  privileges  and  franchises  of  the 
Citizens  Street  Railway  Company,  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  and  confirming  unto 
said  first  named  Company  all  the  rights,  privileges  and  franchises  of  said  latter 
Company,  subject  to  all  the  duties  and  obligations  under  which  said  rights,  privi- 
leges and  franchises  have  been  heretofore  held  by  said  last  named  Company,"  or- 
dained and  established  April  23,  1888.

Where  electric 
power,  by  means  of  overhead  wires,  is  used  the  poles  shall  be  of  iron  and  shall  be 
placed  inside  of  the  curb-line  unless  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen 
shall  othewise  direct;  Provided  however,  that  before  any  power  other  than  animal, 
electric  or  cable  power  shall  be  used  by  said  Citizens'  Street  Railroad  Company  in 
this  City  it  shall  first  make  and  file  with  the  City  Clerk  complete  plans  and  speci- 
fications therefor  with  all  the  means  and  devices  for  the  operation  thereof,  which 
said  plans  and  specifications,  and  said  means  and  devices  shall  first  be  approved  by 
the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  by  ordinance  or  resolution :  Provided, 
that  where  electricity  is  used  as  a  motive  power  such  lines  shall  be  so  constructed, 
maintained  and  operated  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  use  or  operation  of  any  exist- 
ing telegraph,  telephone  or  city  fire-alarm  lines  or  wires  in  said  city." 
7th.     Strike  out  Section  six  (6)  ondfsubstitute  in  lieu^thereof,  the  following  : 
"Section  6      Said  Citizen's  Street  Railroad  Company,  by  the  acceptance  of  this 
ordinance,  shall  be  held  to  agree  to  and  shall  construct  and  operate  with  electric 
power,  cable  power  or  some  other  new  motive  power,  other  than  animal  power,  to 
be  first  approved  by  the  city  as  above  provided,  a  street  railroad  on  at  least  five 
milee  of  streets  during  each  and  every  year  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  un- 
til the  year  1900;    and  if  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  shall  so 
direct  on  five  miles  of  streets  each  year  thereafter  until  its  system  is  completed; 
provided  that  all  present  lines,  which  shall  be  changed  from  amimal  power  to 
electric,  cable  or  other  new  motive  power,  shall  constitute  part  of  such  lines  to  be 
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so  constructed;  and  if  said  Company  shall  construct  such  street  railroad  on  more

operating  thereon  a  line  of  street  railroad,  which  said  option  must  be  accepted  by 
filing  with  the  City  Clerk,  a  written  acceptance  of  said  option,  and  also  by  begin- 
ning the  construction  of  a  street  railroad  track  on  such  street,  by  said  Citizens'  Street 
Railroad  Company,  within  sixty  (60)  days  from  the  granting  of  such  option,  which 
said  road  shall  be  completed  and  in  operation  within  six  (6)  months  from  the  date 
of  granting  said  option  ;  otherwise  its  right  to  said  street  shall  forever  be  forleited." 

8th.     Strike  out  all  of  Section  seven  (7)  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  following: 

"Section  7.  The  cars  of  said  Citizens'  Street  Railroad  Company  shall  run  at  a 
rate  of  speed  not  exceeding  twelve  miles  per  h^ur.  Every  car  shall  be  constructed 
in  the  most  approved  manner,  and  shall  be  of  the  best  style  and  quality,  with 
platforms  attached,  and  on  and  after  January  1,  1892,  shall  have,  in  addition  to 
the  person  in  control  of  the  motive  power,  a  conductor  in  chrrge  of  such  car; 
Provided,  That  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen,  may,  by  ordinance, 
grant  said  Citizens'  Street  Railroad  Company  permissin  to  run  cars  drawn  dy  ani- 
mal power  on  designated  lines,  without  said  lines  having  double  platforms  or  con- 
ductors. All  rails  hereafter  used  by  said  Citizens'  Street  Railroad  Company  shall 
be  of  the  most  improved  pattern  and  design  in  use  in  other  large  cities;  Provided, 
however,  that  in  no  case  shall  said  Company  lay  or  use  what  is  known  as  "  T  "  rails 
in  the  construction  or  operation  of  its  said  tracks." 

9th.  Amend  Section  eight  (8)  by  striking  out  lines  three  (3)  and  four  (4)  the  fol- 
lowing words :  "  or  of  the  ordinances  to  which  this  is  supplemental  and  amendatory." 

10th.  Section  1,  page  2,  after  the  words  "  To  its  rails  on  said  streets,"  insert  the  fol- 
lowing: unless  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  shall  otherwise  direct. 

11th.  Section  2,  page  3,  strike  out  "Parks  and  Park  improvements,"  and  insert  the 
following  :   u  The  purchase,  improvement  and  maintainance  of  the  City's  Parks." 

12th.  Strike  out  all  of  Section  3,  and  insert  the  following  in  lieu  thereof,  "  The 
said  cars  on  each  of  its  lines  to  cars  on  any  other  one  of  its  lines,  whenever  cars  meet 
or  Citizens'  Street  Railroad  Company  shall  maintain  the  present  transfer  system 
from  pass  each  other,  and  by  means  of  the  transfer  car,  so  long  as  it  is  permitted  to 
maintain  the  same  at  such  a  place  as  may  be  mutually  agreed  upon  :  Provided,  That 
no  transfers  shall  be  obligatory  to  or  from  points  beyond  the  City  limits."

Your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  ordinance  providing  for  the  paving 
with  Aspbaltura,  of  Delaware  street,  from  New  York  to  St.  Clair  streets,  would  re- 
commend the  passage  of  the  ordinance,  notwithstanding  the  remonstrance  of  cer- 
tain property  owners,  for  the  reason  that  it  is  advisable  that  this  street  should  be 
improved.  The  question  of  street  improvements  is  not  only  one  asto  whether  the 
property  owners  on  the  street  desire  that  such  work  be  done,  but  also  as  to  whether 
such  improvement  is  necessary  to  the  proper  development  of  the  city  and  should 
be  made  for  the  general  good.  This  street  is  one  of  the  main  thoroughfares  of  the 
city,  and  the  northern  part  of  the  street  is  not  only  well  improved,  but  well  cared 
for  by  the  residents.  The  improvement  contemplated  by  the  ordinance  covers  a 
portion  of  the  street  which  is  at  present  a  disgrace  to  our  city.

The  County  Auditor  is  hereby  directed  to  place  said  assessments  upon  the  city 
tax  duplicate,  and  to  charge  the  same  respectively  against  the  several  lois  and 
parcels  of  ground(  against  which  they  have  been  so  assessed,  as  follows,  to-wit: 
Ten  per  cent,  for  each  successive  year  for  ten  years,  together  with  interest  on  the 
several  amounts  so  assessed,  at  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  semi  annually, 
calculated  from  the  date  of  the  approval  of  this  estimate,  until  the  several  amounts 
fall  due.  The  first  ten  per  cent,  of  said  assessments,  with  interest  on  the  whole 
from  the  date  of  the  approval  of  this  estimate,  shall  be  due  and  payable  on  the 
first  Monday  in  November,  1890;  the  semi-annual  interest  on  the  unpaid  balance 
shall  be  due  and  payable  thereafter  at  the  dates  of  the  semi-annual  payment  of 
city  taxes  in  each  year;  and  on  the  first  Monday  in  November  in  each  year  there- 
after one-tenth  of  the  principal  of  said  assessment,  together  with  the  semi-annual 
interest  on  the  unpaid  balance,  shall  be  due  and  payable,  until  all  is  paid. 

Provided,  however,  That  the  above  provision  for  extending  said  assessments  upon 
the  city  tax  duplicate,  and  collecting  the  same  successively  in  annual  and  semi- 
annual installments  of  principal  and  interest  respectively,  shall  apply  only  to  the 
owner  or  owners  of  said  lots  or  parcels  of  ground,  who  shall  promise  and  agree, 
in  writing,  filed  with  the  City  Clerk  of  this  city,  that,  in  consideration  of  having 
the  right  to  pay  his  or  their  assessment  or  respective  assessments  in  installments, 
they  will  not  make  any  objection  to  the  illegality  or  irregularity  as  to  their  re- 
spective assessments,  and  will  pay  the  same,  when  due,  with  interest  thereon,  not 
exceeding  six  per  cent,  as  shall,  by  ordinance  or  resolution  of  the  Common  Council 
and  Board  of  Aldermen,  be  prescribed  and  required. 

The  said  assessments,  together  with  interest  thereon,  shall,  from  the  date  of  the 
approval  of  thi3  estimate,  be  a  lien  upon  ihe  several  lots  and  parcels  of  ground

To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen : 

Gentlemen:— ^N&  would  most  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
Indianapolis  Gas  Co.,  have  through  their  proper  officers,  agreed  to  lay  from  the 
gas  fields  a  pipe  line  to  supply  such  parts  of  our  City  as  are  not  now  supplied  with 
gas  upon  the  following  conditions: 

1st.  That  an  amendment  he  made  to  the  present  Gas  Ordinance,  granting  the 
Company  the  right  to  use  meters  whenever  it  may  seem  necessary  to  prevent  the 
waste  ot  natural  gas,  in  order  that  it  may  be  used  with  more  economy. 

2d.  To  prevent  the  paralleling  of  lines  until  all  parts  of  the  City  have  been  sup- 
plied, unless  by  the  permission  of  the  Council  and  Board  of  Alderman. 

We  desire  to  represent  to  you  that  with  the  meter  system  used,  where  there  is 
an  unnecessary  waste  of  gas,  and  with  the  addition  of  this  new  line,  this  entire  City 
will  be  supplied  with  a  sufficient  amount  of  this  fuel. 

Further,  we  would  most  respectfully  ask  that  this  question  be  referred  to  the 
proper  committee,  and  that  they  be  directed  to  investigate  the  question  of  the 
granting  of  these  amendments  at  as  early  a  cate  as  possible,  in  order  that  we  may 
receive  this  new  supply  of  fuel  for  this  winters  use,  which  would  insure  a  saving  to 
the  City  of  over  $200,000.

Gentlemen: — The  Judiciary  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  message  of 
Thomas  Wren,  would  respectfully  report  to  your  honorable  body: 

That  the  petitioner,  Thomas  Wren,  was  awarded  a  contract  by  the  city,  in  August 
1865,  to  grade  and  gravel  South  Tennessee  street,  from  Garden  street  to  McCarty 
street,  at  the  price  of  70  cents  per  cubic  yard  for  grading,  and  $1.60  per  cubic  yard 
for  graveling  said  work ;  that  afterwards  he  was  ordered  to  grade  and  gravel  the 
crossings  of  Garden  street  and  McCarty  street  with  south  Tennessee  street,  at  the 
above  prices  for  said  work.  That  said  contractor  was  delayed  and  hindered  from 
from  the  completion  of  said  work  by  the  city  failing  and  neglecting  to  construct 
abutixunts  for  a  bridge  across  Pogue's  Hun,  and  by  vexatious  suits  brought  against 
him  and  the  city  by  the  Rolling  Mill  and  other  persons,  until  in  September  1866, 
when  an  unprecedented  flood  came  and  washed  away  a  large  amount  of  said  grad- 
ing and  graveling,  that  should  have  been  protected  by  the  city  building  said  abut- 
ments as  claimed  by  Mr.  Wren. 

That  the  city  never  allowed  said  Wren  to  complete  said  work,  although  he  had 
frequently  petitioned  the  Council  to  be  allowed  so  to  do;  and  after  said  bridge  was 
built,  the  city  let  the  contract  for  completing  said  improvement  to  other  contractors.

The  first  ten  per  cent,  of  said  assessments,  with  interest  on  the  whole  from  the  date 
of  the  approval  of  this  estimate,  shall  be  due  and  payable  on  the  first  Monday  in 
November,  1890;  the  semi-annual  interest  on  the  unpaid  balance  shall  be  due  and 
payable  thereafter  at  the  dates  of  the  semi-annual  payment  of  city  taxes  in  each 
year;  and  on  the  first  Monday  in  November  in  each  year  thereafter  one-tenth  of 
the  principal  of  said  assessment,  together  with  the  semi-annual  interest  on  the  un- 
paid balance,  shall  be  due  and  payable,  until  all  is  paid.

Gentlemen: — Since  your  last  meeting,  the  following  matters  have  been  disposed  of 
in  my  Department: 

1st.  The  suits  of  J.  A.  Dynes  &  Co.  vs.  The  City,  and  of  Clement  T.  McMillen 
vs.  The  City,  to  enjoin  the  city  from  placing  legal  notices  in  a  daily  newspaper, 
have  been  dismissed  by  the  plaintiffs,  and  costs  paid  by  them. 

2d.  The  four  damage  suits  of  Gertrude  Essman  vs.  The  City  and  Indianapolis 
Union  Railway  Co  ;  Catharine  Dantzer  et  al.  vs.  The  City;  Samuel  Moran  et  al. 
vs.  The  City,  and  William  Seeger  vs.  The  City,  have  all  been  dismissed  as  to  the 
city.  In  each  case  the  plaintiff  claimed  damages  in  the  sum  of  $25,000  or  $100,000 
in  all,  on  account  of  injuries  received  to  their  properties  located  on  Illinois  and 
McNabb  streets,  on  account  of  the  closing  of  Illinois  street,  the  raising  of  the  grade 
of  McNabb  street,  the  laying  of  railroad  tracks  thereon,  the  occupation  and  appro- 
priation of  a  part  of  said  McNabb  street  and  the  threatened  closing  of  Meridian 
street.  This  disposes  of  all  the  damage  suits  brought  against  the  city  on  account 
of  the  closing  of  Illinois  street  and  the  occupation  of  a  part  of  McNabb  street. 

3d.  Under  your  instructions,  I  have  proceeded  to  collect  from  the  bondsmen  of 
ex-Market  Master  Richard  W.  Wells,  the  shortage  of  said  ex-Market  Master.  1 
find  two  sureties  on  said  bond,  namely,  Benjamin  T.  Thornton  and  Edward  Harris. 
After  several  conferences  with  them,  they  have  finally  submitted  the  proposition 
which  accompanies  this  report,  viz,  to  pay  to  the  city  in  full  settlement  of  such 
shortage,  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  cash.  I  have  examined  the  matter  care- 
fully, and  recommend  that  this  offer  be  accepted. 

4th.  Captain  Thomas  Webb,  on  the  1 5th  of  February  last,  while  walking  along 
Chesapeake  street  in  the  night  time,  fell  into  a  large  hole  on  the  south  side  of  said 
street,  in  front  of  property  of  the  Butler  University.

Gentlemen: — That  you  may  be  fully  informed  as  to  whether  the  rates  charged 
private  consumers  of  water  in  this  city  are  exc<  ssive,  and  beyond  rates  charged  in 
other  cities,  we  wrote  sixty  seven  citips,  asking  them  to  send  us  rates  based  upon  a 
six  room  house,  lot  thirty  feet  front,  bath,  water  closet,  stable  use  with  horse,  cow, 
wash  stands,  wash  tubs  (stationary,)  and  hose  for  street,  lawn,  garden,  washing 
windows,  porches  ;»nd  pavements.  Of  the  sixty-seven  cities  written  to,  fifty-one 
have  responded.  Herewith  we  give  you  reported  official  rates.  The  ordinance 
under  which  this  company  operates  says:  "The  company  shall  have  the  right  to 
charge  the  city  nn<\  the  citizens  thereof  for  such  water  as  maybe  supplied,  as  much 
as  the  average  price  paid  by  other  cities  of  the  United  States  and  citizens  thereof 
of  like  population  that  are  supplied  with  as  efficient  works." 

The  resolution  fixing  rates  for  this  company,  dated  October  26,  1871,  authorizes 
a  charge  of  six  dollars  per  annum  for  a  six  room  house.  Our  present  and  long- 
established  rate  is  five  dollars  per  annum  for  a  six  room  house;  meter  rate,  highest, 
forty  (40)  cents  per  thousand  gallons;  lowest,  twenty  (20)  cents  per  thousand  gal- 
lons ;  present  rate,  twenty-five  (25)  cents  per  thousand  gallons ;  lowest,  six  (6)  cents 
per  thousand  gallons. 

In  connection  with  other  uses,  the  company  is  allowed  to  charge  six  dollars  per 
season  for  washing  window?  and  sprinkling  garden.  (No  permission  is  granted  to 
sprinkle  street  or  lawn.)  Our  present  rate  for  a  thirty  foot  lot  in  connection  with 
domestic  use,  is  six  dollars  per  season,  allowing  street  and  lawn  sprinkljne;,  washing 
windows,  porches  and  pavements  This  company  has  a  rate  for  sprinkling  alone, 
of  ten  dollars  for  fifty  feet  and  under.  In  forty-five  of  the  cities  reporting,  sprink- 
ling service  can  not  be  bad  unless  family  use  is  paid  for.  The  others  make  special 
rate — some  by  meters,  others  double  the  rate  per  front  foot  or  square  yard. 
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In  connection  with  the  foregoing  statement,  and  the  schedule  of  rates  of  the  fif- 
ty-one cities,  we  herewith  hand  you  the  schedule  of  rates  of  this  company,  and  re- 
spectfully request  that  you  have  them  adopted  concurrently  with  the  contract.

six  per  cent,  as  shall,  by  ordinance  or  resolution  of  the  Common  Council  and  Board 
of  Aldermen,  be  prescribed  and  required.

We  respectfully  and  firmly  remonstrate,  and  ask  your  bodies 
not  to  impose  this  unnecessary  burden  and  injustice  upon  us

"That  the  bids  for  building  a  1,500-barrel  cistern  at  the  corner  of  Vermont  and 
Archer  streets,  as  appears  on  page  741  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Council  for  Sep- 
tember 1,  1890,  be  taken  up  and  contract  be  awarded  to  Roney  &  Dunning,  they 
being  the  lowest  and  best  bidder,"

REGULAR  SESSION— November  3,    1890.

Gentlemen: — Your  petitioner,  Minnie  Wright,  would  respectfully  show'  that 
during  the  month  of  June,  l  890,  she  was  residing  in  the  City  of  Indianapolis,  at  the 
National  Surgical  Institute,  and  was  there  being  treated  for  hip  disease,  which  had 
affected  one  of  her  limbs  to  such  an  extent  that  she  was  required  to  walk  on

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in  the  south  side  of  New  York  street,  opposite  to  and  in  front  of  the  building  oc- 
cupied as  the  Headquarters  of  the  Fire  Department,  said  hole  being  located  inside 
the  line  of  the  sidewalk  and  just  outside  the  line  of  the  cobble  stones  which  had 
been  laid  along  the  sidewalk  in  front  of  said  building;  That  said  hole  was  about 
eight  (8)  inches  square,  and  about  two  feet  deep;  That  while  she  was  walking  along

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Public  Light  of  the  Common  Council  and 
Board  of  Aldermen,  have  agreed  to  advertise  for  two  weeks  for  bids  for  the  public 
lighting  of  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  said  bids  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  City 
Clerk  on  or  before  Monday,  December  6,  1890,  at  3  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  to  be  opened 
by  the  Public  Light  Committees  at  said  time 

We  recommend  that  such  bids  be  advertised  for  in  the  various  daily  newspapers 
of  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  upon  the  following  basis: 

150  standard  2000  candle  power  arc  electric  lights,  and  2,350  gas  lights  (the 
number  now  in  use),  less  such  lights  as  are  displaced  by  the  150  arc  lights;  also, 
for  400  standard  2000  candle-power  arc  electric  lights  and  2,350  gas  lights,  less  such 
number  of  gas  lights  as  are  displaced  by  the  400  arc  electric  lights;  also,  for  500 
vapor  lights. 

We  recommend  that  such  advertisement  shall  specify  that  the  contract  for  light- 
ing is  to  be  made  for  three  years,  and  that  the  electric,  gas  and  vapor  lights  shall 
burn  all  night  and  every  night  in  the  year;  also,  that  a  certified  check  for  $10,000 
shall  be  required  from  the  electric,  gas  and  vapor  lighting  companies,  such  certi- 
fied checks  to  accompany  the  bids  of  the  respective  parties,  and  to  be  held  by  the 
city  as  a  guarantee  that  the  said  bidders  will  accept  said  contract,  and  file  their 
bond  in  the  sum  of  $10,000  conditioned  that  they  will  faithfully  and  'ully  carry  out 
the  terms  and  conditions  of  their  propositions,  and  also  comply  with  and  fulfi  1  the* 
requirements  of  the  specifications  to  be  prepared  by  the  City  Civil  Engineer  and 
to  be  filed  in  his  office.  All  the  electric  lighting  companies  bidding  for  such  public 
lighting  shall  comply  with  General  Ordinance  No.  44,  passed  by  ihe  Council  and 
Board  of  Aldermen,  November,  1888.  The  lamps  used  by  the  electric  lighting 
companies  are  to  be  of  the  double  carbon,  pattern  to  provide  for  all-night  lighting, 
and  are  to  be  of  standard  2000  candle  power  each.

SECOND   PLAN. 

Locate  150  electric  lights; 
Locate  500  vapor  lights;  and 
Locate  2,240  gas  lights. 
Each  bidder  shall  accompany  his  bid  with  a  certified  check  for  ten  thousand  dol- 
lars, payable  to  the  city,  guaranteeing  that  said  bidder  will  comply  with  the  speci- 
fications under  which  his  bid  is  submitted.

Resolved,  by  the  Common  Council  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the  City  of  Indianapolis, 
Ind.,  That  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys,  of  the  Common 
Council,  recommending  that  the  final  estimate,  made  by  the  City  Civil  Engineer, 
in  favor  of  Fulmer  Cooper  &  Co.,  contractors  for  the  grading  and  graveling  of 
Irwin  street  and  sidewalks,  from  Belefontaine  avenue  to  t'eru  street,  pursuant  to 
Special  Ordinance  No.  130.  1890  be,  and  ihe  same  is  hereby  approved;  That  the 
assessments  set  forth  in  said  final  estimate,  are  hereby  approved  and  confirmed; 
and  there  is  hereby  assessed  against  the  several  lots  and  parcels  of  ground,  as 
described  in  said  final  estimate,  the  several  amou  ts  set  opposite  and  assesesd 
against  said  several  lots  and  parcels  of  ground,  respectively,  for,  and  on  account  of 
said  improvement.

writing,  filed  with  the  City  Clerk  of  th  s  city,  that,  in  consideration  of  having  the 
right  to  pay  his  or  their  assessment  or  respective  assessments  in  installments,  they 
will  not  make  any  objection  to  the  illegality  or  irregularity  as  to  their  respective 
assessments,  and  will  pay  the  same,  when  due,  with  interest  thereon,  not  exceding 
six  per  cent,  as  shall,  by  ordinance  or  resolution  of  the  Common  Council  and  Board 
of  Aldermen,  be  prescribed  and  required. 

The  said  assessments,  together  with  interest  thereon,  shall,  from  the  date  of  the 
approval  of  this  estimate,  be  a  lien  upon  the  several  lots  and  parcels  of  ground

Gentlemen: — The  undersigned,  property  owners  on  north  Meridian  street,  in  the 
City  of  Indianapolis,  representing  the  number  of  feet  of  property  opposite  the  name 
of  each,  respectfully  but  urgently  protest  and  remonstrate  against  the  passage  of  an 
ordinance  for  the  laying  of  an  asphalt  pavement  on  said  street,  between  New  York 
street  and  Seventh  street.  They  would  represent  that  there  is  now  on  Meridian 
street  between  the  said  streets,  a  wooden  block  pavement  put  down  only  about  five 
years  ago,  which  is  now  in  perfectly  good  condition,  except  in  a  few  places,  where 
it  can  be  made  and  placed  in  good  condition  by  a  little  repairing.  That  the  pave- 
ment was  well  made,  laid  and  graded,  and  that  with  a  few  repairs  and  a  little  at- 
tention, it  is  good  for  a  long  time  to  come.  That  this  block  pavement  gives  gen- 
eral and  entire  satisfaction — was  laid  at  a  great  cost  and  expense,  and  that  to  tear 
up  this  sound  and  entirely  satisfactory  pavement  for  the  laying  of  any  other  one 
whatever,  is  against  the  strong  wishes  of  the  property  holders ;  will  be  a  large  and 
uncalled-for  expense  to  them,  and  an  unwarranted  exercise  of  authority.  They 
insist  that  no  new  pavement  at  all  is  needed.

Gentlemen: — We,  the  undersigned,  residents  and  property  owners  in  the  vicinity 
^f  the  so-called  "  Base  Ball  Park,"  in  said  city,  respectfully  petition  and  pray  your 
honorable  body  to  concur  in  the  action  of  the  Common  Council  in  ordering  an  al- 
ley extended  through  the  so-called   Base  Ball  Park,  for  the  following  reasons: 

1st  The  grounds  in  their  present  condition  are  a  nuisance.  The  fences  are  in  a 
dilapidated  condition,  almost  ready  to  fall  down  from  their  own  weight.  The  gates 
•are  open  day  and  night,  overhanging  the  sidewalk  and  obstructing  the  highway. 
'During  ihe  evenings  of  the  past  season,  the  grounds  have  been  infested  by  lewd 
men  and  women,  and  on  Sundays  crowds  of  men  and  boys  congregate  th^re  and 
•disturb  the  quiet  of  the  whole  neighborhood  by  loud,  blasphemous  and  obscene  talk. 
2d.  The  grounds  are  not  used  at  all  for  any  good  purposes,  and  have  not  been 
for  a  year  past. 

3d.  The  grounds  in  their  present  condition  are  a  hindrance  and  a  draw-back  to 
the  prosperity  and  advancement  of  the  neighborhood,  and  have  caused  capital  to 
.be  withdrawn  from  that  section  of  the  city,  improvement  to  be  retarded  and  values 
-depreciated. 

4th.  The  grounds  in  their  present  condition  have  been  the  means  of  drawing  a 
lawless  element  into  that  community.  They  trespass  on  private  property.  They 
outrage  common  decency  by  immoral  actions,  and  are  a  menace  to  the  women  and 
•children  of  the  neighborhood. 

5th.  There  is  no  street  or  alley  running  East  and  West  from  Tennessee  to  Mis- 
sissippi streets,  at  any  point  between  Seventh  and  Ninth  streets,  on  the  North  and 
South— a  distance  of  two  full  squares.  That  said  neighborhood  is  now  thickly 
populated,  and  it  has  become  and  is  necessary,  for  the  convenience  of  the  public, 
that  there  should  be  a  way  opened  through  the  ground  where  said  Park  is  located, 
so  that  the  public  will  not  be  required  to  travel  a  distance  of  eight  hundred  feet 
•either  North  or  South  to  reach  a  path-way  between  said  streets.
